I might be either—or both—provided it qualifies on the score of 
usefulness. Antiques and traditional designs are not ruled out, per se. 
But they must have great functional value. The criterion of perform-

beach. It was hemmed in on both sides by close neighbors, 
and in the rear by a narrow road backed by a steep cliff. 
Their obvious problem—securing shelter and furnishings— 
was solved by the simple method of scrounging: A prefab- 
ricated garage, transported from a few miles down the beach, 
served as a nucleus for a simple house. Furniture was 
scrounged from relatives’ attics and second-hand shops. 
But the essential problem—securing privacy—was solved by 
the planning of landscape architect. Thomas D. Church. 

The key to this plan is that the owners’ living area starts 
at the lot line. Every square foot of space is put lo use; none 
is squandered for useless window dressing. Privacy is 
achieved by the ingenious use of fences. These are not the 
four straight walls of a prison yard, but a graceful series of 
high, low, curved, oblique, and zig-zag obstacles which 
gently stop the eye without seeming to confine the owners 
or repel the neighbors. 

The whole design looks as well as it works. The essence 


of its elegance is that it does work to provide enjoyment. 


A huge window looking out on the terrace makes the out- 





door area look like another room and expands apparent 
size of living room. Couch piled high with cushions serves 


as a sofa during the day, as an extra bed at night. 


Roll-up screens are used at windows instead of draperies 
which would only cut off the ocean view and make more 
work. All of the floors throuzhout the house are covered 
with easy-to-keep-clean asphalt tiles, plus washable rugs.

There are dozens of tricks you can use— 
on either old or new houses. They 

range all the way from trees and vines to 
awnings, overhangs. Then there’s the neat 


trick of making the house shade itself 





he most serious climate problem in most parts of the 
U. S., is our terrific summer heat. Winter cold is no 


worse in most of the U. S. than anywhere else in the civilized 


world. Besides, winter cold is fairly easy to deal with: You 


just heat harder. 

But summer heat gets worse in St. Louis, or New York, or 
Kansas City than it gets in the Congo or in Sumatra, and sum- 
mer héat is hard to deal with. So our houses should take 
advantage of every possible means to keep us cool in sum- 
mer. And there are quite a lot at hand that most people don’t 
use—don’t even seem to know about. 

One good way to do this is to doctor the sun and shade 
effects on your house. They’re the alpha and omega of sum- 
mer comfort in the U.S. A. 

Sun and shade on your house feel almost like sun and shade 
on you. You may not believe that. You say: “When I’m in- 

doors, I’m in the shade. That’s 
what I have my house for—to 


keep out the rain, the wind and 


the sun, too. What’s the differ- 
ence whether there’s sun or 
a e shade outside?” But just watch 


yourself. Get shade on your 

house in summer, and you'll 

be a different man or woman. 

Get sun on it, and you wilt. 
Get sun in winter, and you feel not nearly so cooped up. And 
here is the reason why. 

When the summer sun shines on a wall, it often heats the 
outside surface so it is too hot to touch. Naturally, in a few 
hours some of that heat seeps through to the inside. The inside 
wall-surface warms up a few degrees. And that’s enough. You 
wilt. A warm wall acts just like a radiant-heating panel. It 
shines heat at you. (More precisely, it keeps you from shining 
heat at it. It bottles up your own animal-heat in you. Same net 
effect.) To do that, a wall doesn’t have to be hot. It may still 
be cool to the touch, only not as cool as usual. That’s enough 
to make the whole room an oven. 

And that is how summer heat really comes to us: from our 
walls (and our ceilings!). I mean the oppressive part of the 
heat, the last bit that breaks the camel’s back. Outdoors in 
the shade, you often feel alright, even if the air is quice hot and 
the humidity high. But indoors, surrounded by those faintly 
warm walls, you wilt. 

But why not just open the windows wide and let the breeze 
blow? Well, of course a breezy room is less hot than a stag- 
nant room. But you still haven’t turned off that radiant heat. 
It keeps shining heat at you regardless of what the air does. 
You still feel much hotter than you would feel if those walls 
were cool! 

But why not simply draw the window shades? Doing 
that will only keep the sun from shining into the house. 
It does not keep the sun from shining on the house.

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HOW ONE MAN MANIPULATED HIS OWN SUN AND SHADE 


When Victor E. Carbonara decided 
to build a new house in 1939, he had the 
advantage over most of us. For Carbon- 
ara is a designer and manufacturer of 
aircraft instruments, celestial-navigation 
devices, weather instruments. The cook- 
ings and blusterings of the atmosphere, 
the changing paths of the heavenly bod- 
ies, have been “old stuff” to him for 20 
years. The factors through which cli- 
mate affects humans—vapor pressure, 
heat radiation, heat flow through mater- 
ials, humidity, condensation. wind flow 
—all that was old stuff to him. And a 
house, come right down to it, is a device 
for the control of climate. 

In planning his house. he knew he 
would make full use of comfort machin- 
ery. He would have a thoroughly engi- 
neered heating plant—which meant air 
conditioning. de-humidification in sum- 
mer. attic fans. insulation and so on. An 
engineer naturally is not shy about us- 
ing technical aids like machinery. But 
because he is an engineer, he wants his 
machinery simple. He doesn’t want to 
do by gadgetry what he can do by basic 
design—by elaboration what he can do 
by simplicity. (He’d learned in aircraft 
work that beautiful gadgetry is bad. It

weighs too much and it can fail you at 
the critical moment.) 

He knew he could not plan an elabor- 
ate heating plant until he first had the 
simpler thing: good insulation. And he 
would not plan his insulation until he 
had first done the still simpler thing: 
Design his house so it gets the necessary 
shade in summer, all possible sun in 
winter. For he says: “The sun is the 
most important thing that we’ve got.”

But how to analyze sun and shade? 
The sun’s path through the sky is differ- 
ent every day. Exactly where would the 
shadows fall. say. on a July the 4th at 
5 p.M.? You try and figure that out on 
paper and you'll find it quite a job. 

Then a house does not necessarily 
face straight north-and-south. Carbo- 
nara had been clever in buying his land. 
He had found a lot that was pie-shaped, 
bordering on_a curved road, That way. 
the local building code would not dic- 
tate to him which way to face his house. 
He was free to turn it through a wide 
range of angles. But which was the best 
angle? 

He faced up to another problem: A 
house is not always just a rectangular 
block. It has eaves and ells. Perhaps one 
wing is two-story. one wing single-story. 
How would the shadow of the high part 
fall across the low part? 

The problem gets still more complex 
when you consider each room. and the 
time of day you want to use it. For ex- 
ample. Carbonara likes to have sun- 
shine with his dinner. Now this is 
simply not possible on a normal liv- 
ing schedule. in winter. Logically.

The best way to keep the house comfortable in summer is to 


keep the walls from warming up.

How you feel depends a lot on the temperature of your walls! 
_If the walls are cool, they shine coolness at you, and you feel 
cool.

When you don’t have a roof overhang (as in two-story houses) to 
cast shade on south walls and windows, all is not lost. Use an 
eyebrow. It can be made of canvas, vines, wood louvers—anything 
the sun won’t shine through. An eyebrow can be added to old 
houses that were built before we understood about such things.

So, if you can get the winter sun to shine on your walls, it 
does make a difference. You save money, because you don’t have 
to heat so hard. You get the benefit of sunny weather even 
though perhaps you don’t go outdoors at all. You feel more 
cheerful. You feel warm in a more pleasant way. 

But back to summer heat and how to beat it. 

Your best weapon against the sun is your roof—if it’s de- 
signed to be a sun-weapon. For it can shade vertical walls. If 
it wasn’t designed right, there are often things you can do to 
fix it—or at least improve it. (See pictures on page 43.) 

The best place to begin is on the west side of your house. 
Why the west side? Isn’t the south side the hot side of a house? 

Right here is one of the big ideas in Climate Control. In 
winter, yes, the south side is the warmest side. But in summer, 
the heaviest heat hits the house from the west! It’s a good thing 
to know if you want to build a house, buy a house, rent a house 
—or even rent an apartment: The hot side is the west side. 

Why is that? Let’s follow the sun around on a summer day. 
(What follows is true, in general, for any place in the northern 
half of the U.S. It is true, in general, for any summer day. It is 
exactly true only for places very near the 42nd parallel—say, 
Salt Lake City, Omaha, Des Moines, Chicago, Cleveland, Pitts- 
burgh, New York; and only for the longest days of the year.

time.” “Standard Time,” shown on your clock, may differ by 


up to 30 minutes: “Daylight Saving Time” by up to an hour 
and a half. But forget about those technicalities. Let’s get on to 
the general idea of how the sun moves. 

On a summer morning. the sun rises not in the east, but more 
nearly in the northeast, For several hours, therefore, it shines 
on the north wall of the house! The south wall is still in the 
shade. But mostly, of course. the morning sun shines on the east 
wall. It hits the north side at a small angle; the heating effect is 
not very great. It hits the east wall at a blunt angle, almost head- 
on. The heating effect on the east wall is therefore quite strong. 
But. comfort-wise, it does not do much harm. The air is still 
cool at that time of day; the house itself is still full of stored-up 
night-coolness; in fact, on a June or September morning, you 
may often welcome this early shot of sun heat. 

At 8 a.m. the sun is exactly in the east, fairly high in the 
sky. The east wall gets strong radiation. But the north side now 
oes into the shade; the south side begins to get sun. Note that 
the sun doesn’t come around to shine on it until quite late in 
the morning. 


Toward noon, the sun’s angle on the east wall becomes so

small that its heating effect fades out; and of course at noon the 
east wall goes into the shade. During the noon hours, now, the 
south side faces the sun most. But it doesn’t get as hot as you 
might expect. Even on a “naked” house, without roof-overhang, 
the summer noon sun has less heating power than you might 
expect. It shines against the south wall from so high, and hits 
it at.so steep an angle. That is one reason why the south side, 
the warmest side in winter, is not the hottest side in summer. An 
hour of high-angle summer noon sunshine delivers less heat 
against your south wall than does an hour of low-angle winter 
noon sunshine! 

At 8 a.m. the sun is exactly in the east, fairly high in the 
from now on till sunset. In hours of sunshine and angle of sun- 
shine, it gets exactly the same treatment from the afternoon sun 
that the east wall got from the morning sun. But the difference is, 
meanwhile, the day itself has become hot. The air is hot. The 
house has lost its night-coolness. So now, this afternoon sun is 
what pushes the day over the brink—from good to bad; from 
what the human body can easily handle over to what makes it 


suffer considerable discomfort. 
By 4 p.m. the sun is exactly in the west. Now the south wall 





Shade for the small garden 


If you don’t have room for shade trees, protect your 
outdoor living area with a simple lath roof.

is in the shade for the rest of the day and begins to cool off. 
(Taat is another reason why the south side is not the hot side 
in summer: It gets the summer sun late in the morning and 
loses it early in the afternoon. It actually gets fewer hours of 
sunshine in summer than in winter! ) 

The west side now gets more and more sun heat as the after- 
noon wears on. The lower the sun sinks, the more squarely does 
it hit the west wall, and the more powerful become its rays. In 
the dry, clear west, the sun is sometimes at its most terrific just 
before sunset. In the humid east, the sunshine finally cools down 
a little during the last couple of hours, because the sun sinks 
down into haze and vapor. But even so, it’s still hot. And this 
late afternoon burst of heat stores itself in the walls and keeps 
the house hot long after sunset. 

But against the killingly hot, low afternoon sun of summer, 
an overhanging roof on the west side of your house does not 


help you at all. (Continued on page 91)

looks and easy maintenance. You can see that precious little 
attention was paid to “what people would think.” Instead, they 
concentrated on the Big Three—Climate Control, Privacy, and 
the unpretentious hospitality that’s characteristic of the emerg- 
ing American Style. 

Not that this house makes a bad neighbor—far from it. 
Take the problem of privacy. It’s a two-way proposition; if 
you lack privacy, then your neighbor does too. So any measure 
you take to protect yourself also protects him. And sometimes 
these measures are surprisingly simple. If you study the plan 
of this Pace-Setter (right, below), you'll see that practically 
every window of the house overlooks its own garden. Now this 
costs no more than having them looking into your neighbor’s 
drying yard. But it does take more knowledge and imagination 
—yours or your architect’s or your builder’s. 

If you want winter sun flooding your living room the way 
it does in this house, you can get it. But only if you plan the 
room, the house, in fact, the plot with this in mind. The same 
thing goes for the master bedroom (bottom, opposite page.) 
Here you wake up to a real country vista, secluded and private. 
It’s a good 200 ft. to the house behind: careless design would 
have windows looking right into the next-door kitchen 15 ft. 
away. That’s why these rooms are bargains—somebody antici-

pated such problems long before the buyer ever saw them. 

If you like the casual, lived-in look of these rooms, you're 
right in step with a major trend. For, if there’s anything that 
marks the American Style, it’s the discovery that a really well- 
designed, modern house offers a friendly background to good 
furnishings of any period. Our ancestors understood the im- 
portance of functionalism as well as we do. (Sometimes, for all 
their scanty resources, they understood it even better.) 

So you don’t need to apologize if your taste runs to old, 
mellowed oak instead of chrome and glass. What you do want 
to watch is that the pieces you buy have inherent simplicity, 
and fitness for the job theyll do for you. If you use these 
criteria in furnishing a house, you'll be surprised how well the 
pieces live together. And if you use the same criteria in buying, 


building, or remodeling a house, you can’t go far wrong either.

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Thaw to live at peace 
with the 
rulf Coast Climate

Tulane University 
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Creole climate—sweet but hot 


If you live in the white area on the map above, you 
have the climate described in this story. To the west 
and northwest, you can expect less sunshine, colder and 
drier winters. ‘To the east, you get more sunshine and— 
to the southeast—warmer winters. But, anywhere at all 
on this map, you have a genial climate with two big 
flaws—high heat and humidity on midsummer days. A 


climate-conscious house will smooth out even those flaws. 





ou can learn a lot about your own housing prob- 
lems by studying the old houses of New Orleans 
and the surrounding countryside. For nowhere else in 
the U.S.A. did our ancestors build houses better suited 
to their particular climate than along the Gulf Coast. 
They had a limited number of local materials to 
work with—cypress, brick and tile, oyster-shell plaster. 
And they had no fancy instruments for measuring sun, 
wind, humidity, and the like. But they did have taste, 
imagination, and common sense; and with them, they 
built houses which today everybody admires—but does 
not necessarily understand. For too many people copy 
the superficial forms and completely miss the basic 
design principles which gave these old houses distine- 
tion. These principles were quite simple. 
The early French settlers knew that, to get the most 
out of the Gulf Coast climate, their houses and gardens 
had to be designed for it. They found that the North 


European houses, which were planned exclusively for 
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protection against the cold, were not the answer. 

You can’t transplant-Normandy Rural, Massachu- 
setts Colonial, or even California “Ranch House” to 
the Deep South if you hope to enjoy the kind of open- 
door, relaxed living that is possible most of the year. 

You need a different kind of house for the equable 
but humid summers and mild winters in the luxurious 
land of live oaks, magnolias, and Spanish moss. 

In a strip of flat lowland about a hundred miles 
wide, along the Gulf of Mexico (from East Texas 
through Lower Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, and 
Upper Florida) you can live pleasantly all year round 
amid lush green trees and an ever-changing variety 


of blooming flowers and shrubs. And your architect 














can, if you let him, plan your house and yard to tame 
the heat. 

What is even more important, he can, by design, 
control that more devastating element—humidity— 
with its physical discomfort, mildew, and fungus 
growths. The remedies are sure and fairly simple, but 
to work well they should be basic and built-in, not 
timidly grafted on. 

A careful look at the temperature behavior along 
the Gulf Coast shows that the architect has an easier 
problem here than he would have in the North. The 
warm waters of the Gulf of Mexico prevent tempera- 
tures from dropping very low. The coldest weather 
varies only from 25° to 45° F., lasts for less than a 
twentieth of the year, and occurs mostly at night. For 
somewhat less than a third of the year, the temperature 
stays in the cool bracket, between 45° and 65°. But 
for more than half the year it is nearly ideal, in the 
comfortable range 65° to 85°. Uncomfortable temper- 
atures above 85° average about one-tenth of the year. 

Considering the great amount of time the thermom- 
eter stays above 45°, central heating is almost a lux- 
ury, just as summer cooling would be in Maine. In 
fact, the northern emphasis on heat-making and heat- 
storing equipment is almost exactly reversed. And air- 
conditioning equipment for cooling, drying, and moy- 
ing the air takes on the importance that radiators and 
furnaces have in the North. Furthermore, there is no 
need for the compact house structure so appropriate 
to the North. Many of these features to counteract the 
cold would not only be extravagant, along the Gulf 
they would actually interfere with comfort for at least 
two-thirds of the year. 

The real hitch in Gulf Coast house design comes 
first, from the sweltering one-tenth of the year when 
temperatures rise above 85° and solar radiation is 
most intense. For it is then that the humidity is great- 
est and the air is muggy and oppressive. It is then that 


when 





frequent rains and occasional cloudbursts come 
you can expect to have as much as five and a half 
inches of rainfall within a 24-hour period. Considering 
all these extremes, together with the low verdant land- 
scape that doesn’t provide much shade, you have a 
unique set of design conditions. 

How can your house in this area control these con- 
ditions? What can you learn from old houses, tested 
through 150 years? And how can you use the present- 
day scientific knowledge of construction and materials? 

Forget, for the moment, about any special style or 
building type, and consider only what your Gulf Coast 
house should do for you. Most of the year it should 
provide pleasant, open-vented shelter—shelter from the 
sun and rain, yet open to catch or make a breeze. 
The sun’s heat is intense. So you need important ar- 


rangements for shade, using (Continued on next page)

and screen, and heat-absorbing trees and plants. What- 
ever their arrangement, walls and floors must not store 
up daytime heat that would linger on into the night. 

You must invite, even force, a flow of air through- 
out the house. There are many ways of doing this. Not 
only is this necessary for comfort but also to minimize 
conditions that cause bacteria and mould to grow in 
clothes, in books, and in the materials of the house, 
itself. Yet all these arrangements must be flexible 
enough so that ventilation can be easily shut off for 
a third of the year. Main living rooms should be well 
above the moisture and insects of the ground. 

And finally, the scheme of the house should provide 
ample opportunity for you to step from inside to outer 
air, either on porch, terrace, or yard. For more than 
half the year your garden can be living space, and as 
such needs shade, privacy, ventilation, and especially 
drainage. 

Dr. Paul A. Siple, the climatologist who mapped 
House BEAUTIFUL’S weather-architecture charts, sug-

Y ou can’t dictate to Americans. You can’t make them 


believe that antiques must be used in a quaint old Cape 
Cod cottage, and nowhere else. Or that a modern house has 
to be furnished in a strict modern formula down to the last 
free-form ash tray and fiddle-leaf rubber plant. Americans 
believe in progress. They like change. But unless the new thing 
seems unmistakably better than the old, they feel free to turn 
it down and keep on using what they have. 

This freedom from style dictatorship shows up very plainly 
in the New England home of Mr. and Mrs. Jack Leon. 
From their hillside site you can see thirty miles across the 
valley, so they wanted a house which would make the most of 
the superb view.

Every 
window and glass door in the house has Thermopane double- 
glazing. All of the interior doors are modern flush doors of 
birch plywood, innocent of moldings or paneling. There is 
plywood paneling and plywood built-in furniture, all of it in 
a natural finish. And there is fluorescent lighting. 

Against this modern background the Leons continue to use

Fluorescent lights, recessed in ceiling, give 
upstairs hallway a soft luminous glow.

Two recently developed chemical killers 
enable you to effectively combat 
America’s number one lawn pest. 


Here’s the best recipe for lethal results 


‘Te new chemical crabgrass killers are for sale this 
summer. One is a special mercury granular material, 
sold as “Scutl,” and applied dry like plant food. The other, 
potassium cyanate (NOT cyanIDE, the poison) is applied as 
a liquid spray. It is sold as “Weedone Crabgrass Killer” and 
“Crab-Not,” and probably will be available under other 
trade names by midsummer. 

Both chemicals kill crabgrass. Neither injures the lawn 
grasses permanently when used properly. 

“Scutl” has been tested in most parts of the country for 
three years. It killed both the big hairy crabgrass and the 
small smooth crabgrass, even last summer, the worst crab- 
grass season in years. Both professional researchers and 
interested amateur gardeners have been in on the testing. 
But until this year the chemical was not available in stores. 
Now you can buy it as a granular, non-dusty material. 

Apply “Seutl” in July and you can expect 98 to 100 
per cent kill. Then you can reseed the bare spots, in 
August or September, the ideal time of the year to sow grass 
seed. “Scutl” won’t hurt your lawngrass—even temporarily 
—and often peps it up by killing disease fungi that may be 
bothering it. Testers last year often reported a noticeably 
greener look to “Scutl”-treated lawns a few weeks after the

STAGES IN DEVELOPMENT OF CRABGRASS 


1 From late May to early June crabgrass attains this four- 
leaf stage. You can spot it by slightly yellow color and wide 
short leaf. 2 In June-July period the pest starts horizontal 
growth. Remember regular lawn grass grows vertically, has sin- 
gle stalk, single root, while crabgrass has multiple stalks from 
single root. 3 In late July and August uncontrolled crabgrass 
is at its worst.

part of the year when cross venti- 
lation is so essential, the house con- 
struction might eliminate conven- 
tional walls. /nstead of building a 
porch on a house, the whole house 
should virtually be a porch, and 
only the utility rooms, baths, and 
closets be enclosed. In _ winter, 
rooms need walls primarily to con- 
trol drafts, not necessarily to serve 
as insulation. Hence, walls could 
be partitions or roll-away doors.” 

Indeed, why not? 

Climate doesn’t change much 
from century to century—at least 
not enough to notice since the 
Coast country was settled. So it is 
not surprising that Dr. Siple has 
described, in principle, a dwelling 
type close to that developed by the 
bon vivant French who came to Bil- 
oxi, Mobile, and New Orleans in 
the early 1700’s. (See above.) Their 
tradition of elevated pavilions and 
shaded patios continued unbroken 
through numerous styles—the re- 
strained Greek Revival, the florid 
Victorian. But they always re- 
tained the essential climatic fea- 
tures of canopied roof, raised living 
floor, porches, galleries, and wide 
windows to the floor. 

Somehow, during the last 50 
years, this real tradition, based on 
functioning forms, seems to have 
been lost. Gulf Coast people have 
become preoccupied with purely 
decorative features grafted onto 
imported building types. A common 
sight in the newer metropolitan 
sections of New Orleans or Mobile 
is a counterfeit Cape Cod cottage 
with touches of imitation cast-iron 
ornament. 

Today we should know better. 
We should know how to use the 
principles provided by the rich

can keep off the summer sun and 
still have all the winter sun there 
is! Notice that this winter sun does 
not depend on the trees shedding 
their leaves. It depends only on the 
of the trees, and

So, regardless of whether you 
live in an existing house or are 
building a new one. you need to 
remember these things about the 
meaning of the compass. For the 
four points of the compass are not 
all equally good. Here is a check 
list. 

South is good. The south wall 
of a house gets more hours of sun- 
shine on a winter day than on a 
summer day. And it gets hotter 
sunshine in winter. when the sun 
is lower, than it gets in summer!

North is bad. The north wall 
of a house gets no sun at all in 
winter. It does get many hours 
of sunshine in summer! (during the 


summer 





morning and evening hours), So, 
the north side exaggerates the dif- 
ference between summer and win- 
ter. 

East is pretty good. The east 
wall gets sun in the morning, when 
the day is cool. It has shade in 
the afternoon, when, summer or 
winter, the day has warmed up. So, 
the east side evens out the differ- 
ence between morning and after- 
noon. But the east wall gets very 
much more sun in summer than in 


SHADE 


winter. It therefore exaggerates the 
difference between winter and sum- 
mer. That’s why an east exposure 


is only so-so. 


West is worst. The west wall of 
a house gets sun only in the after- 
noon—none in the morning. But 
the afternoon is the warmest part 
of day anyway, summer or winter. 
The morning is the coolest time. 
The west wall therefore exagger- 
ates the difference between the cool 
time of day and the warm time. 
On top of that, the west wall gets 
much more sun in summer than 
in winter, so it exaggerates also the 
difference between seasons. 

The ideas pictured on pages 43 
and 91 are the tools you can use 


to cope with your own particular — 
version of these basic conditions. —

IY ce are the best inexpensive 
way to keep your house cool

MUSIC IN SCHOOLS 


Every American child is entitled to some 
musical education in the elementary schools. 


Why aren’t they getting it? 


by Louis G. LaMair 


President, American Music Conference 


il am writing as a layman—as a disappointed parent—dis- 
appointed because my children, while in school, did not re- 
ceive an education in music. I am speaking in behalf of over 
twenty-three million children in the elementary schools of 
our country. Most of them are denied the opportunity to re- 
ceive a complete education in music on a par with other school 
subjects during regular school hours. 

For over twenty-five years, educators have agreed that music 
shculd be a part of the basic education of all children in ele- 
mentary school. But, we are still far short of that goal. The 
Music Educators National Conference has prepared “An Out- — 
line of a Program for Music Education” which, if universally 
adopted, would achieve that goal. Parents want their children 
to receive an education in music. The children enthusiastically 


embrace the opportunity to learn music in school. What are 




























we waiting for? 

For one thing, a change of attitude must occur in the minds 
of many influential persons, a change in their attitude toward 
mu-ic, and a change in their attitude toward education in 
music. Thinking that was typical of the Feudal Era must be 
abandoned. The history of music reveals that the Church was 
the patron of music until the Sixteenth Century. Then the aris- 
tocracy and nobility became the patrons of music. The Ameri- 
can Revolution.and the French Revolution in 1789 established 
the dignity of the common man and equality of opportunity 
for all, including the right of all children to receive an educa- 
tion. 

A human being will derive as much benefit throughout his 
entire lifetime from a basic education in music as he will from 
any other subject taught in elementary school. Every child in 
every elementary school should receive a basic education in 
music. | 

Progress has been made, but today more than half of our 


children are not receiving any education in music. For the 





sake of our children we must not only be for education in 
music, we must strive to make it a reality. 

The American Music Conference advocates a complete pro: 
eram of music education. This includes rote singing, rhythmic 
experiences, instruction in music through class piano, vocal 
and choral music, and bands and orchestras in the elementary} 


grades followed by adequate opportunity for music instructiot 


to be available to our seven million high-school students.

purpose—leading the child to music—it is unquestionably a 
eood approach to a sometimes tedious process. 

A special skill, a special understanding, is needed to tell a 
child’s tale and tell it well. Notable work has been done by Paul 
Wing and by Alan W. Livingston. It is Mr. Livingston’s belief 
that “these albums go further in creating interesting situations 
through which the child receives an incentive to learn than 
so-called ‘accepted’ compositions for children.” After all, says 
Mr. Livingston, “at a very young age records can only serve to 
introduce him to music and not to educate a child musically.” 
The music that does come with the stories produced by Wing, 
Livingston, and the others is simple, rhythmic, usually gay, and 
caparisoned with impressive sound effects. Children like noise, 
good and loud. 

Mr. Livingston has his own recognizable style. Indeed. I should 
think that a knowledgeable youngster, hearing one of his new 
records might exclaim, “Mr. Livingston, I presume!”” Among 
his records, I particularly like the Sparky series. In “Sparky’s 
Magic Piano,” Sparky, a young lad who has experienced some 
trouble with his piano lessons, dreams that he is the owner of a 
magic piano on which he can play anything. He astonishes one 
and all with his virtuosity: though he then experiences dis- 
illusionment, eventually his desire to practice and really learn 
the piano returns. A very moral tale! In “Sparky’s Music 
Mix-up” our hero has decided that he is tired of the piano, that 


other fields seem greener, and that he now wants to play the 






















violin. The violin also proves unsatisfactory, so he wants a 
larinet, then a trumpet. On and on he goes, playing each 
instrument badly. But it all winds up happily. with Sparky glad 
0 be back with his friend the piano. “Rusty in Orchestraville” 
ells the story of a-young boy’s visit to the land where all the 
nstruments live. The conductor of the orchestra introduces him 
o these instruments and the instruments talk to him in strange 
oices (Sonovox). In this record, Mr. Livingston uses parts of 
aydn’s “Surprise” Symphony for the music. In another rec- 
rding, “Gossamer Wump,” he employs Ponchielli’s famous 


‘Dance of the Hours” to his own comic purpose. 


Virtually all recording companies offer these music-story rec- 
rds. Among records that have achieved much popularity are 
(Tubby the Tuba,” which is likely to become a classic and 
yhich has been made in several versions. one of them with 
Janny Kaye as the narrator; “Said the Piano to the Harpsi- 
ord,” with a story by Douglas Moore, in which the piano and 
e harpsichord argue which is the better instrument and finally 
iake their peace by playing a duet: “The Little Tune That Ran 
way,” a story by Vernon Bowen which is all about a tune that 
es not seem to. belong anywhere, and feels homeless until a 
other sings it as a lullaby: and “Pan the Piper,” a new pro- 
juction by Paul Wing. 

But of all storytelling musical records, the one that is the 
‘eatest favorite is a modern, sophisticated composition which 
Jas originally not destined exclusively for children, just as 
lobinson Crusoe and Gulliver’s Travels were originally not 
jildren’s books.

Tus story is about your child, and his 
love of music. 

There are excellent toys made today 
to teach children coordination, muscular 
control, judgment, and other requisites 
of mental and physical development. 

How few parents realize, however, 
that the development of an appreciation 
of music must go through exactly the 
same stages!

Your first 
S problem is to find a teacher. This calls for abiding patience, and a 
certain amount of tactful sleuthing. 

Begin by asking yourself whether your youngster will aim at a pro- 
fessional career. Unless he is a child prodigy, the odds are that he won’t. 
If he is a prodigy, you certainly want to get the finest teacher available. 
But the teacher who is best for a wonder-child may not be best for the 
average music students. 

The best pianists are not necessarily the best teachers. (And to “pian-

Let it be assumed that practically all human beings can sing 
a little, for at least their own pleasure, and that they unquestion- 
ably do better when supported by other voices and relieved of the 
embarrassment of performing for an audience. If every member of 
a group realizes that nobody is listening to him or her in particu- 
lar—everybody taking part on the same level of unrehearsed en- 
thusiasm—*community singing” becomes one of the simplest and 
most satisfying of all pleasures. 

In its deliberately and carefully organized form, singing in a 
group presents no problems. People gather at certain public places 
at certain times, under definite leadership, properly equipped with 
the necessary materials and predisposed to take an active part in 
the vocal activities. Such gatherings (now less common than in

I pause momentarily to reflect over the guest list. “Some of each 
group are coming.” 

This sort of throws Bob and he mumbles resignedly, “Have anything 
you want, dear,” and he returns to his vocalizing in the shower. 

Two centuries ago, Yuan Mei, popular writer of modern Chinese lit- 
erature said, “There is a difference between dining and eating. Dining 
iS, amet. 

I belong to the school which thinks music greatly enhances that art. 
Certainly music is a great help in slowing down the tempo of our meals. 
And isn’t it true that most of us have fallen into the sad habit of rush- 
ing through dinner, either to let the servants go home or so that we 
can dash off for the movies or canasta?

ight now, in numberless homes throughout the United 

States, there are children taking lessons in piano or vio- 

lin, two instruments which may be regarded as the basic ones 

in music education.

@ raulein Alice, the step-daughter of Johann Strauss, the famous “Waltz 

~ King,” had an autograph fan on which she collected the signatures of 
the distinguished musicians who visited her step-father’s home. One eve- 
ning she asked Brahms to sign. The great man took the fan, jotted down 
the opening bars of the “Beautiful Blue Danube” waltz, and added, Leider 
nicht von Johannes Brahms (“Unfortunately not by Johannes Brahms’). 

To some self-styled American music-lovers that anecdote will probably 
sound faintly scandalous. How could a great composer so far forget his 
lofty station as to express admiration of a mere composer of waltzes and 
operettas? I can tell you how: Brahms was a good enough musician to 
recognize good music when he heard it, regardless of its label—something 
of which some of us seem, leider, not to be capable. 

Musically speaking, we tend to be a pretty snobbish lot, accepting or 
rejecting a piece of music according to whose name is attached to it, 
and obsessed by a nervous dread of being nice to the wrong people. This 
timidity can be explained by our lack of musical background as com- 
pared with Europe. We are three centuries behind. At a time when 
the Duke of Weimar and the Prince of Anhalt-Coethen were fighting 
over the services of Kapellmeister Johann Sebastian Bach, we 
were fighting Indians. One must wait until the last quarter of 
the Nineteenth Century before finding anything approaching 
a widespread interest in serious music in this country. 

But an explanation is not necessarily an excuse. We're getting 
to be big boys and girls. Any country that maintains, as we do now, 
two hundred symphony orchestras and twenty thousand high-school 

and college orchestras is surely out of its musical swaddling clothes. 
But our musical snobbery persists. We divide music into two classes: 
“classical” and “popular.” “Classical”? music, so far as I can determine, 
is music of any pretensions by a living European composer, and any music 
by a European composer who died before 1895. “Popular” music is any 
music that doesn’t fit into the “classical” category, particularly music by 
an American composer whose pretensions are less than symphonic and 
which is listened to for entertainment. 

In recent years American composers have written music of symphonic 
proportions that can hold its own with the European product. There is not 


a great deal of it as yet. Nevertheless, serious (Continued on page 103)

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WHEN SHOULD YOU BUY TELEVISION? 


The best time to buy a television set is the morning after 
your oldest child has seen his first television show. Experts con- 
sider this a timely and shrewd surrender to the inevitable, for the 
2 selling techniques of the very young are rough, relentless, and reli- 
- able when it comes to television. 

But even if you have no tyrannical little ones to speed up your 
purchase, we still recommend right now as the time to buy, once 
you've decided that television is for you. If you've been hesitating, 
it is doubtless because you've heard it rumored that you'll soon be 
able to get a better set for less money, that the imminent perfec- 
tion of color television will put all present sets out of date, that an 
impending something called UHF will radically change TV recep- 
tion, But let’s see how these rumors break down under scrutiny. 
For example: 

Will prices go down and television sets improve? If tele- 
vision follows the pattern of every other product of our mass pro- 
duction economy, some day you will assuredly get better television 
sets at lower prices. But this is scarcely a valid reason for depriving 
yourself of television in the meantime. 

No one can guarantee that prices of receivers won’t go down in 
the next year. For this pioneer industry is constantly learning how 
to mass-produce television parts and mass-assemble them into sets 
at less cost—and hence at lower price to you. In the near future, 


these costs are expected to be got down almost as far as they can 





zo. When this happens, prices should become stabilized for a while, 
then perhaps go up a bit. 

As for improvements, certainly there will be improvements year 
after year—unless the industry goes to sleep on its feet, and 
there’s no danger of that—but no revolutionary changes are antici- 
pated which would make you rue your purchase. 

You can wait to see how all these things are going to turn out 
before you buy, but you and yours will be missing a lot of tele- 
vision pleasure while you wait. Most television owners tell us that 
they wouldn’t move so cautiously as to forego a year of such fun 


as Arthur Godfrey, Howdy Doody, Kukla, Fran, and Ollie, the

WHAT SHOULD YOU BUY? 





You can buy any one of about 700 television models, 
made by over 100 manufacturers. This won't necessarily clarify the 
problem of what you should buy, but it’s an encouraging indication 
that you stand a pretty good chance of finding a set somewhere 
which precisely meets your needs. And don’t think that television 
isn’t a highly personal affair, depending for its effectiveness on 
such variables as your taste, the location of your house, the kind of 
room you put it in. 

Obviously, we cannot tell you offhand exactly the type or size 
of set you should have. But we can start you off shopping on the 
right foot by listing what we believe are the chief points to con- 
sider. 

Your final choice will probably depend upon: 

What you are willing to spend for television. 

Your judgment of the set’s technical quality. 

The screen size you think you ought to have. 

The kind of room in which you'll install your set. 

Whether you want an instrument for television alone, or 
television in combination with radio or phonograph, or in com- 
bination with both. 

We urge you to be thinking about things like this (we discuss 
them further on) rather than worrying about what you don't know 
about electronics. It’s a good idea to know a few of the technicali- 
ties when you buy television, but you still don’t have to be an elec- 
tronics engineer to make a successful purchase. In general, your 
safest assurance of good technical performance comes when you 
patronize a reliable dealer and buy the product of a manufacturer 
with a familiar name. Many of the big manufacturers are compa- 
nies who established their names and reputations years ago in the 
radio industry and know their electronics from way back. Many 
newer firms are making first-rate sets and first-rate names for 
themselves.

Lie strain ? 


The answer is emphatically NO. Watching television— 


for children or grownups—is no more harmful than reading, movies, or driving 


a car. Here a doctor gives you ten rules for the best viewing conditions

ae parents come to the office of eye doc- 
tors throughout the country wanting ~ to 
know if they should allow their children to watch 
television. They want to know if it is dangerous to 
eyesight. They want to know how long they may 
safely watch programs without eyestrain and un- 
der what conditions. They follow a common pat- 
tern. Every new invention has caused the timid to 
fear a danger in what is really a forward step. 

The answer is that television is no more harmful 
to the eyes than are movies. reading, sewing, or 
driving a car. The same rules and precautions that 
are recommended for the prevention of eyestrain 
ind fatigue generally are applicable to anyone 
who is watching television. 

Broadly, the problem can best be understood DY 


consideration of the two factors involved: first. the 


eyes of the observer and, second, the modern 
television screen itself. 

To look at television does not produce defects or 
diseases of the eye. However, like reading, it can, 
under improper conditions, induce eye fatigue. 
Yet, even in cases of chronic fatigue we have no 
positive scientific data to prove that eyestrain pro- 
duces permanent damage to eyesight. Usually, the 
mind will tire sooner than the eye. This is one 
safety valve or mechanism like pain which nature 
provides to protect vital organs. 

Eye fatigue from any cause may result in a 
series of uncomfortable symptoms—headaches, 
pain within the eyes, inability to hold a clear 
focus. When it is severe it can bring about tearing, 
twitching, redness, and sties of the eyelids. In

When you buy your set, you may also buy a “warranty.” This is 
the industry’s name for a contract which guarantees repair and 
replacement of parts, and it is generally a soothing reassurance 
to have in case your new set appears in any way unstable. The 
most frequently used warranty is one which guarantees the picture 
tube for three months and the rest of the set for a year. This 
‘seems to be a fair arrangement, for if the tube (the most expensive 
part of the set) should be defective, its defects will show up in 
less than three months of use. And if the rest of the set behaves 
well for a year, it will probably last a long time with only occa- 


sional minor adjustments. The contract may be made between you 





and the manufacturer, or between you and the retailer. 

A competent television installation may cost you up to $100— 
probably a good deal less, in rare instances a little more, depend. 
ing on where you live and the stations you want to get.

You will do well not to quibble over the cost, though, for 
television enjoyment begins with the installation. And it is 
a problem for the experts. A talented amateur may plug in 
the most complex radio unit and make it do a job. But it 
usually takes a talented professional to install a television set 
if you want to get anything but hash. 

Take the pro’s word for what you need by way of installa- 
tion. The first word he will probably utter is “antenna.” And 
your reaction will undoubtedly be, “Oh, no, not that!” be- 
cause you'll be thinking of what you’ve seen on other people’s 
roofs. But keep your head about this. 

You will certainly have to have an antenna, w hich is actu- 
ally the trap which captures the electro-magnetic waves of 
the television picture and funnels them into your receiver. 
And in the main, the higher your antenna, the better your 
reception and the more stations you will receive. If your 
home is in a hollow, it will need a higher antenna than if 
it were on an elevation. Nevertheless, it is possible in some in- 
stallations, that you may not need that complicated piece of 
eeometry on your roof. 

For there are, in general, three kinds of antennas. The 
newest type is actually built into the TV set itself. This does 
away with the necessity for an exposed antenna inside your 
room or on the roof of the house. Mind you, the manutfac- 
turers of sets with built-in antennas do not claim that they 
will function perfectly everywhere. They say that built-ins 
will work in about 80 per cent of the homes which are within 
fairly close range of television stations. You may be one of 
the lucky ones. 

There is also such a thing as an “inside antenna.” This 
does not mean a built-in antenna, but one which may be set 
up inside the house. It may be hidden in a lamp base, a table 
leg, or placed under the carpet or behind a picture. Or it 
may be fastened outside a window with a lead-in to your 
television set. Some experts say these inside antennas work 
better if you don’t try to disguise them. You can set them on 
a table or on the television set itself, so that you can easily 
shift their position in order to get the channel you want. 

The objection to them is that their naked Y-shape looks 
stark and unfamiliar in the living room. But after all, we 
learned to tolerate the morning-glory horn, the steam radiator, 
and other peculiar shapes which science forced on us along 


with its benefits, so we'll probably accept the inside antenna, 


too, once it has ceased to be a stranger. We'd better, for it 
in make the difference between television and no television 
in places where built-in antennas wont work and roof an- 
nnas are vetoed by landlords or other immovable obstacles.

I couldnt garden without zinnias 


by Dr. Joseph E. Howland 


House Beautiful's Garden Editor 


hat’s true. Zinnias always come to my rescue when I 
alee. a garden problem. When I need a certain color, 
I turn to zinnias. They come in all shades of the rainbow—not 
just the burnt orange and gaudy red most people associate 
with them. Or, if I need an edging plant that stays less than 
12 inches high, I grow zinnias. If I need a husky plant that 
gets a yard high, zinnias fill the bill. 

I can have small flowers or large flowers. I can have small 
leaves or large leaves. If flower textures are my problem I can 
choose delicate silky petals or coarse, tweedy petals. And I 
can count on getting flowers, lots of them, from July until 
frost. The more flowers I cut for use indoors (they are long- 
Jasting cut flowers), the more the plants bloom. 

Seems that such wonder-plants should be expensive and 
hard to grow. But they're not. You start them from a packet 
of seeds each year. Seedlings grow fast in sunny, warm 
weather. You can expect the first blooms in ten weeks. That’s 
about all there is to it. 

Troubles are rare. When crowded, zinnias sometimes get 
mildew-like white “powder” on their leaves. But when plants 
are properly spaced, they get enough air circulation around 


them to keep them healthy. A wise rule: Space plants a dis-

tance equal to their expected ultimate height. They bloom 
most freely this way too. 

You seldom see any insects. Sometimes a few stray bugs 
move in when eating elsewhere gets slim, but an occasional 
whoosh with any all-purpose garden dust quickly kills the 
intruders. Zinnias have big, thin leaves, held away from each 
other. So insects have no place to hide when you apply the 
lethal bug dust. 

Drought tolerance is among the best. The big leaves make 
you think zinnias would suffer—and the leaves do look limp 
on the hottest days, but the plants can stick it out. You'll get a 
lot more growth and far more flowers if you do water, of 
course. But you can go away for a two-week vacation, con- 
fident your zinnias will survive until you return and revive 
them for a full display of fall color. If you want them to fend 
for themselves longer, mulch the soil with peat or vermiculite 
before you go away. 

Hints from my garden notebook: 1. Get the right size. Zin- 
nias are rapid, vigorous growers. You just can’t hope to keep 
them down, so plant the right size in the beginning. 

2. Buy good seed. Insist on the best strains. Zinnias are 


prolific seed producers, and no (Continued on page 137)

Today most of 
us garden for the eye alone. We worry too much about 
getting the biggest, brightest, most double flowers. Or we

tication in ground pattern we don't think about how our 
garden will smell. We overlook the ways grandmother 
used to bring fragrance to her garden. She grew some 
flowers just because “they make it smell like a garden.” 
She understood the necessity of fragrance for fullest en- 
joyment of a garden, both immediate and in memory— 
“fragrance we remember, color soon fades from memory.” 
Grandmother had a showy garden (even gaudy by our 
standards), but she didn’t hesitate to grow a patch of 
nicotiana, not showy at all but wonderfully scented. Her 
honeysuckle vine sometimes got out of hand and looked 
messy in its tangle. Her Sweetshrub wasn’t bold and hand- 
some, and her lilacs weren’t the smartly styled versions we 
enjoy today. Her apple tree did litter the lawn below 
during the “June drop” and again at harvest. But what of 
it? These plants were for fragrance—not for show. Her 
garden always smelled good—always smelled like a garden. 
She also realized that floral fragrance was not enough. 
She knew how to take advantage of leaf odors in her gar- 
den designing. She may have gone astray, design-wise, in 
building “knot gardens” for-her spicy-leaved herbs, but 
she was on the right track in wanting the leaf odors. Mod- 
ern gardens seldom include herbs unless the cook is a 
gourmet or the bar enjoys a reputation for home-grown 
mint. Yet sweet-smelling herbs are a sure way to make a 
garden a more enjoyable, luxurious place to relax.

Our tendency to consider the basement a thing of the past 
should be re-examined in the light of new information gath- 
ered in House Beautiful’s Climate Control Project. These sur- 
prising new facts show that some of us should redesign our 


basements to create a new kind of room. The Editors. 
by Wolfgang Langewiesche 


S o you think a basement is old-fashioned? Well, yes. If all 
you have in mind is a place to put your furnace and a place 
to store assorted junk. Those jobs can be done better nowa- 
days, some place else than in a dark, damp hole in the ground. 

But that space under your house can be a gold mine of com- 
fort. It can keep you cool in summer, warm in winter. Here 
is why. 

A few feet under the ground there is no summer and no 


winter, Fifteen feet down, the temperature is practically the 


same the year “round. Even six feet down, the seasons have 
lost most of their force. We ought to use that fact. We could 
make our earth soften the punishment we get from our sky. 

This punishment is pretty fierce in most regions of the 
U. S. Our summers are hot—hotter than those of the tropics. 
Our winters are cold—in some states colder than the famous 
Russian winter. In many parts of the U.S., you simply can- 
not design a house that is completely right both for summer 
and for winter! 

But all the time, only a few feet below you, there is no 
summer and no winter. Your dog knows that. When the heat 
waves start squeezing, you want to pack up and go 600 miles 
north. He simply digs himself six inches down into your 
flower bed. 

It may be that the American house needs, not less base- 
ment, but more basement—more sophisticated basement. It 
may be that we ought to sink some of (Continued on page 94) 
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Underground rooms can have plenty of sun and 


still be primarily underground to benefit from 
the corrective effect of ground temperatures. 
Use the same solar-heating principles that you 
would use upstairs—illustrated above. 
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How to turn a basement into a 


comfortable, sunken living room 


To be livable, a basement must obviously have sun and 
cheerfulness. This can be achieved without too much 
redesigning. It’s very easy if your house is on slop- 
ing land. All you do is replace one masonry wall with 
glass. If your lot is flat, make an excavation outside 
your basement—to use as a sunken terrace and rock 
garden—thus creating a pleasant outlook for the sun- 
ken living room. Even with one wall out of the ground, 
you still have three walls surrounded by earth. Conse- 
quently, those walls will be cooler in summer and 
warmer in winter than your walls upstairs. Result: 
Xou get the benefit of what is really a radiant-cooling 


systemtn.hot weather, and a radiant-heating system in 








winter.

our living quarters into the ground. So says Dr. Paul A. 
Siple, House BEAUTIFUL’s chief expert on climatology. 

It sounds kind of radical. But Siple is not just another 
Ph.D. with an idea. He is Geographer for the Army. He 
specializes in the housing and clothing of men in all sorts 
of climates—jungles, deserts, arctic. So, as you read this, 
you are indirectly listening to the world’s number-one expert 
on how to keep the cold out, beat the heat, and keep your 
powder dry. 

“I don’t care,” you say. “Live underground? Horrors! 
Who wants to live in a dungeon? I want sunshine and big 
windows and a view. Besides, basements always have that 
musty smell. Basements are damp, Some are outright wet. It 
makes no sense.” 

Well, Siple can answer you, point by point. It will pay you 
to listen to him. He might give you an entirely new per- 
spective on your future house, or how to get more use out 
of your present one. 


First of all, he says, let’s not call it a “basement.” A “base-

ment” is dirty and dark. It is a hangover from the days when 
furnaces were dirty. Think of it as a sunken living room, a 
sunken bedroom. Such a room need not be a dungeon. It 
can be attractive. You can have light—even direct sunlight. 
You can even have a view! And you can keep those advan- 
tageous underground temperatures: cool in summer and 
warm in winter. On page 93, we show you one of the many 
possible designs for a sunken living room that’s cheerful. 

‘Now about that smell. Siple says: “Forget it.” A basement 
smells musty only if it is damp and because it is damp. What 
happens is this: When a wall or a floor is damp and the weather 
is warm at the same time, small organisms start growing— 
spores and molds, similar to the mold that grows on bread. 
These give off that smell. Well, you wouldn’t want to live in a 
room with damp walls even if it did not smell! So you are 
really dealing not with two problems—smell and dampness— 
but only with one: dampness. 

This is a problem. No two ways about it. But it’s one 


that can be solved.

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HOW TO CHOOSE A MUSIC TEACHER 
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example, has almost no bearing on 
one’s success as a concert pianist. 
If he is second rate it won't help 
him; if he is good he won’t need 
it. If he is to get results as a 
teacher, however, he wil have to 
draw on his reserves of tact and 
patience at every lesson. 

The material of the teacher’s art 
is persuasion. He must have a sound 
working knowledge of child psy- 
chology. He must know when to 
coax, and when to be firm. 

And, though he may strive for 
perfection, a good teacher must 
also have a tolerant attitude toward 
Beethoven and Mozart as mutilated 
by small untrained fingers. Natural- 
ly, he wants his youngsters to make 
rapid progress in music, but his 
first task is to give his pupils a zest 
for musical study. How your child 
plays music is, relatively, less im- 
portant than how he feels about 
music. 


o take the measure of a piano 
Fs the first thing you should 
do is hear his pupils perform. 
Wangle an invitation to his June 
recital. If you hesitate to form an 
opinion yourself about their play- 
ing, take a musical friend along. 

Supplement this by discreet in- 
quiry among parents of the 
teacher’s pupils. Find out whether 
the teacher spends a whole year 
drilling each student on a single 
brilliant showpiece for public per- 
formance, or whether he aims at 
all-around musicianship. Such prof- 
itable by-ways as sight-reading, ear 
training, and at least a smattering 
of harmony and counterpoint don’t 
produce quick results, but they 
make for lasting musical enjoy- 
ment. 

If you know someone in the 
music department of your local 
high school or college, he may be 
able to give you good advice about 
available teachers. Another source 
of information is the Music 
Teachers National Association 
(founded in 1876 by Theodore 
Presser). For names of members 
near you, write to the president of 
M.T.N.A., Dr. Roy Underwood, 
Michigan State College, East Lans- 
ing, Michigan. 

Find out if your prospective 
teacher is a specialist. My eight- 
year old son studies with a teacher 
who instructs only young children. 
Some teachers specialize in adult 
beginners. Some teachers appear to 
have better luck with boys, others 
with girls. 

Don’t let your thinking be influ- 


enced one way or the other by 


price. Remember that the teache 
who charges $5 a lesson is no 
necessarily twice as good as th 
one who charges $2.50. 

As a final check-up, try to ar 
range to sit in on a lesson. Ap 
praise the teacher’s personalit 
and methods. Decide whether you 
child would find him sympathetic 

Once you’ve decided on a teacher 
stick to your choice. Don’t shoy 
around for another teacher unti 
you've given the first a thoroug] 
trial. And don’t make the chang 
on your own initiative. Let th 
child alone and see how the lesson: 
go. It’s a mistake to oversell thi 
child on the teacher, and no les 
a mistake to undermine the child’ 
confidence in him. 

After lessons have begun, le 
the teacher work in his own way 
Music teaching methods have 
changed greatly in recent years 
Progressive educators spend co 
siderable time keeping up wi 
modern*® methods.

It is always a help to have some- 
one at the piano who knows a lot 
of songs, as well as the most 
comfortable keys in which they can 
be sung. The best accompanists for 
group singing are those who can 
play “by ear,” although the mere 
note-reader should not be dis- 
dained, even if it takes a bit longer 
to find the right page. When a 
piano is not available, a guitar or 
ukulele or accordion will provide 
an adequate accompaniment, and 
when there is no musical instru- 
ment at all, there can still be a 
capella (unaccompanied) singing, 
preferably with a leader to give the 
proper pitch (approximately) and 
perhaps beat time to keep the sing- 
ers together. 


here are almost always a few 

voices capable of harmonizing by 
ear; and even one or two tenors, 
alto, or bass parts will add enor- 
mously to the effect of an untrained 
ensemble. Men who sing in barber- 
shop quartets or choruses soon find 
that they can instinctively create 
harmonies which are pleasing, per- 
haps occasionally spectacular in 
their originality. It is quite un- 
necessary to study definite parts, 
except for a contemplated public 
performance. For informal gather- 
ings there can be complete satis- 
faction in unison effects, if no 
harmony singers are present. 

The matter of words may present 
something of a problem. Your real 
vocal enthusiast is willing to settle 
for “la-la’s” or indiscriminate vowel 
sounds when unfamiliar with the 
text of a song.

A superbly trained all-round mu- 
sician, a cello virtuoso, and a mas- 
ter of orchestration, he needs no 
apologies from anyone. Cole Porter 
spent two years at the Harvard 
School of Music and two more 
studying advanced harmony and 
counterpoint at Vincent d’Indy’s 
Schola Cantorum in Paris. Rodgers 
left Columbia University to spend 
two years at the Institute of Mu- 
sical Art in New York, now the 
Juilliard School of Music. Kern 
studied the piano under Alexander 
Lambert. Paolo Gallico. and Albert 
von Doenhoff. then spent two years 
in England and Germany studying 
composition. So we may assume 
that our four pass the literacy test. 

I have thought that one reason 
why we turn up our noses at our 
light music might be that its melo- 
dies are not developed, which is 
merely another way of saying that 
they are not symphonic material. 
The themes of the first movement 
of the classic symphony are sel- 
dom complete tunes. As a rule, 
they are phrases, pieces of melo- 
dies that can be transformed and 
made to appear in various guises. 
In the jargon of the theater, the 
average musical “number” consists 
of: Principal Strain—Release— 
Reprise. And that. bless your heart, 
is the A-B-A song form in which 
thousands of the classics are writ- 
ten. So. so far as form is concerned, 
our light music comes of respect- 
able married parents. 

In Germany there is a kind of 
music that is referred to as 
“Brodarbeit’ —literally. “bread- 
work.”

will protest, Mary simply cannot 
carry a tune; she can’t tell whether 
it goes up or down; she’s always 
off pitch; or, horror of horrors, 
she sings everything on the same 
note, which means she’s a mono- 
tone.

It is not! It can be said flatly 
and that the only 
hopelessly unmusical children are 


categorically 


those with organic deficiencies in 
the ear or brain. If Mary has no 
such flaw—and she probably hasn’t 
—she will respond to music, even 
learn to carry a tune, provided you 
don’t give up hope and provided 
you go about it in the right way. 

Observe a baby in his play pen, 
preoccupied with his toys. Put a 
record on the phonograph, some- 
thing with a lively march or dance 
rhythm.

Her school, if it is up to date, will 
encourage her interest and develop 
her self-confidence by giving her 
music as a background to rhythm 
play and by group lessons in sing- 
ing and playing simple instru- 
ments, with no child written off as 
incompetent or unmusical. 

Though you may be eager to give 
Mary musical experiences outside 
the home and the school, don’t take 
her to children’s concerts or operas 
unless she thinks the junket will 
be a lark. If she objects, don’t 
force her. If she goes once and says 
she doesn’t like it, wait until she 
asks to be taken the next time. 

Your strongest aid in helping 
Mary should be a good record col- 
lection. There are hundreds of 
records for children of all ages. If 
she shows an interest in them, 
make her feel they are her special 
property. If she doesn’t, play them 
anyhow on the pretext that they 
are for your entertainment—and a 
good many may well be. Let her 
hear in this way music that seems 
to be for adults—symphonies, son- 
atas, songs, operas by masters of 
past and present. Don’t expect 
Mary to sit still as if she were at a 
concert. Even if she seems to be 
busy with her own play, she is 
absorbing more than you suspect. 


inally, what about music lessons 

for Mary who can’t carry a 
tune? Don’t hesitate to let her have 
them if she wants them, but don’t 
insist if she doesn’t. Too many par- 
ents start their children at the pi- 
ano or violin too soon! A reason- 
able age is eight, when the child can 
read. If Mary refuses music les- 
sons, be patient. Her peers will 
soon be busy with them, and Mary, 
wishing to be in the swim, may ask 
for them herself. 

Should Mary grow into adoles- 
cence without being able to carry 
a tune, remember that this is still 
no proof of irremediable unmusi- 
cality. She probably responds to 
music inside, even if she cannot 
reproduce it accurately. Watch her 
on the dance floor when she is old 
enough to wear her first evening 
frock and attend her first prom. 
Mary, quite contrary, moves with 
the grace of an angel. Mary unmu- 
sical? I should say not.

Receiving Tube: This is the 
major element of your home tele- 
vision receiver. In most home TV 
sets you see the pictures on the 
big end of this tube. Technically, 
it is a vacuum tube which converts 
electrical energy (sent out by the 
television station) into light im- 
pulses on a screen surface where 
it is composed into the television 
picture. (Technically, it’s known 
as the “kinescope tube.” less tech- 
nically known as the picture tube; 
also known as the cathode-ray re- 
ceiver tube.) 


Chassis: The mechanism of the 


television receiver without any 
clothing or cabinet. 

Antenna: A device which plucks 
the television picture out of the 
air and pipes it into the television 
set. It is composed of masts and 
horizontal rods.

Dials: The controls or knobs you 
turn to adjust your television set.

You can sharpen your pic- 
ture and sound by adjusting the 
dials on the front of your set, 
Taken as a whole, the dials control 
all the elements of the picture and 
sound quality. 
Lead In: The wire which con 
nects the antenna to the set in case 
you have an outside antenna.

that when the average individual 
complains of fatigue symptoms, the 
fault is usually not due to poor con- 
ditions of the screen but rather to 
defects in his own eyes. The latter 
fortunately can be treated. Consid- 
ering the present-day, improved TV 
instrument, it is usually the eye, 
not the instrument. which needs 
correction. In such cases TV may 
be a blessing in disguise because 
it sends the suflerer to consult his 


doctor. 


ccasionally, there are cases 
() where, in spite of completely 
normal vision, eye fatigue rapidly 
appears. Such persons should have 
a complete medical examination, 
since their eye fatigue may be a 
symptom of a generalized weak- 
ness. In others. emotional difh- 
culties may be the answer. 

TV can actually be helpful in 
protecting vision, Many preschool 
children who do not use their 
eyes for detailed work have eye 
defects which remain undiscovered 
until it is too late to correct them. 
However, after televiewing, such 
children may complain and may 
avail themselves of medical help 
before serious damage occurs, es- 
pecially if these symptoms are a 
manifestation of a real eye disease. 


ometimes television can even be 
\ utilized as a therapeutic measure. 
It can be recommended as a treat- 
ment for children who have what 
is commonly called a lazy eye. It 
is common medical practice to 
make these children wear a patch 
over their good eye, so as to stimu- 
late the vision in the poorer one.

Nowadays the 
ndustry has learned many things 
bout making better television 
Ims. The producers have learned 
9 avoid “busy” long shots and to 
nake more detailed close-ups to 
llow for gradations ranging over 
nly 20 shades between black and 
shite. Thinner negatives and thin- 
er prints than those used for reg- 
lar motion pictures have been de- 
eloped. Few low key or extremely 
ark scenes are used. The stress 
; on comparatively fresh prints in 
ontrast to the old grainy ones. 


Finally, here are a few sugges- 
ions to televiewers who want to 
void eye fatigue: 

1. Do not have your screen too 
igh above eye-level. It is easier 
n your eyes when the screen is 
t eye-level or just below. 

2. Larger screens are preferred. 
f your screen is very small, use 
magnifier. 

3. Have the room well lighted. 
deally, the brightness of the room 
hould be that of the picture tube 
igh lights or about 60-foot lam- 
erts. Indirect illumination is best. 
f you are using a floor lamp, 
lace it away from the set, pref- 
rably behind the audience. 

4. Regulate the sound to the 


desired degree. then bring up the 
picture to optimum brilliance. 

3. Do not allow children to lie 
on the floor at the foot of the in- 
strument. 

With the larger screens, the 
viewing distance should be at least 
ten feet. 

6. In order to avoid distortion 
of the pictures, sit as nearly in 
front of the screen as_ possible. 
Too great an angle makes it dif- 
ficult to co-ordinate the two images 
received by the eyes. 

7. Do not persist in televiewing 
if your eyes get tired. 

%. Have the room well venti- 
lated. 

9. Colored glasses should not be 
worn. If the images are too bright, 
adjust your set. 

10. Be sure you get a good in- 
stallation job. In some localities 
more than one antenna is neces- 
sary. For your eyes’ sake. have 
your set serviced by an expert at 
stated intervals. 

And if you follow these simple 
suggestions, there is no reason for 
any eyestrain from television. Now 
that the bugaboo has been laid, let 
us forget our fears and enjoy a 
new privilege which will mean 
more pleasure in the home, a new 
vehicle for teaching, a richer en- 
tertainment. Let us be ready to 
enjoy what the future will bring.

This large tube 
at a little price is the big come-on, 
for in TV the price generally rises 
with the size of the tube and every- 
one wants a big screen. But in 
these bargain sets, the tube is fre- 
quently too much for the rest of 
the parts. Extra pressure on a tube 
that is too large for the other com- 
ponents of the receiver will cause 
it to burn out prematurely. So, 
while a bargain set’s picture may 
look fine for awhile, you can an- 
ticipate a speedy disintegration 
of the whole apparatus. 

Besides expecting to find these 
manufacturers cutting corners on 


You'll buy whichever fits your 
purse and the room in which it will 
be used. But part of your decision 
will hang upon whether you want 
a set to provide television alone 
(“straight television”), or a TV set 
which also houses radio and phono. 
graphic attachments. If you own a 
fairly new AM-FM radio or an up:

Customers have been so insistent 
on bigger screens that manufac- 
turers have had to change their 
popular or “mass-production” size 
tubes from the 7-inch diameter it 
was a few years ago to a 12- or 
12%-inch size. And it now appears 
that most people are asking for at 
least a 16-inch tube. Nineteen- and 
20-inch direct-view tubes are avail- 
able, and even larger sizes are 
being made experimentally. 

Some manufacturers are said to 
have in their laboratories tubes 
more than 30 inches in diameter. 

You must remember one thing 
about this, however. To have a 
larger tube and screen you must 
have a deeper cabinet, which will 
protrude more into your room and 
create decorating problems. No 
rose without its thorns! But the 
research people are working on 
this angle. Already the depth has 
been shortened. 


Projection TV 

In projection television—as op- 
posed to direct view—you do not 
look at the picture directly in the 
kinescopic tube. Instead you may 
look at a screen. This shows you 
a many times enlarged image which 
has been projected onto the screen 
by an arrangement of magnifying 
lenses and slanting mirrors built 
into the set. The screen itself may 
be fixed in the front of the cabinet, 
just as in a direct-view set. Or the 
screen may rise out of the top of 
the cabinet for viewing and be 
folded back again when not in use. 
Or, the screen may be a separate 
piece of equipment, like a home 
movie projection screen, which is 
set up across the room from the 
television receiver. The picture is 
then flashed from the set to the 
screen which in its smallest size 
is 3 by 4 feet. 

The advantages here are that 
you can have a much larger view- 
ing area than in direct view, and 
you do not have to look directly 
into the tube. An additional ad- 
vantage is the small, compact size 
of the cabinet, for this type of tele- 
vision does not use large tubes. 
hence doesn’t need large housing 
for them. 

The smallest projection picture 
has an area of 192 square inches, 
considerably larger than the view- 
ing surface of a 16-inch direct-view 
tube. Inside-the-cabinet projection 
sets now available show pictures 
300, 432, and 520 square inches.

But there are degrees of excel- 
nce in the tonal quality of TV 
yund, depending upon the loud 
peakers in the receiving set. 

Few people have hearing sen- 
tive enough to tonal quality to 
ppraise either radio or television 
yund very exactly. But you will be 
irprised at how much more dis- 
netly you hear sound and its va- 
ations if you listen with your 
ves closed. Try this when you're 
1opping and you'll begin to dis- 
nguish good from bad. 

While you're listening, check for 
1e presence of good, clean (as op- 
osed to fuzzy) bass tones and 
risp, clear high tones which have 
90d volume. This is particularly 
nportant in a combination radio- 
hono-television instrument. 

The loudspeaker should be as 
rge as reasonably possible in any 
ibinet. Table models generally 
se loudspeakers of a 6-inch or 8- 
ich diameter. In the better con- 


soles and combination instruments, 
the loudspeaker is 12” in diameter. 
Speak right up and ask the sales- 
man what size loudspeakers a set 
has. If a set has two 12-inch speak- 
ers, it probably has good tonal 
quality whether your ear can recog- 
nize it or not. 

Something known as an audio 
amplifier feeds the loudspeaker 
and is important but difficult to 
evaluate without the help of an 
expert. This is most important in 
a combination, but if a combina- 
tion is equipped with a “push-pull 
amplifier,” you can usually take 
this as a fairly reliable indication 
of good audio-amplifier design. 

Once you've decided upon the 
TV receiver you want to invest in, 
this is only the beginning. The 
next step, and so important a step 
that it cannot be over-emphasized, 
is to see to it that you have a first- 
rate installation job. We tell you 
more about this on page 81.

So, if you live in a vicinity where 
five or six TV stations are within 
reception distance, your serviceman 
can provide you with: a stacked 
antenna arrangement that will 
probably pull all five or six chan- 
nels into your television set. It is 
even possible that he may know 
how to bring in all these channels 
for you without cutting a different 
dipole for each channel. 

The dipoles are known as the 
active or live parts of the antenna 
because they snatch the TV signal 
out of the air and route it on to 
your television receiver down be- 
low.

There is also a kind of roof an-

But the best advice ta you in the 
matter of antennas, as in everything 
else connected with television, is 
to enlist the best technical assist- 
ance you can possibly afford—and 
then abide by the experts’ sugges- 
tions. 

The retail store where you shop 
for television will probably be able 
to tell you in advance what kind 
of antenna installation you need 
in your location. Sometimes the 
store will miscalculate. But you 
won't have to keep a TV set which 
won't deliver pictures. 


T the time of installation, all 
Ae questions should be re- 
solved by the serviceman. You had 
better invite him to make a thorough 
exploration of the premises—and 
then accept whatever type of an- 
tenna he recommends. He will ex- 
plain the quality and quantity of 
television you can expect from an 
antenna that costs so much; and 
how much more of both you can get 
by buying so much more antenna. 

Hear him out when he makes 
suggestions as to where you should 
place the TV set itself. He probably 
won't insist that it be placed in 
the middle of the floor if this turns 
out to be the spot where pictures 
flow into the receiver most freely. 
But he will be firm if you want the 
set against a wall that has a steel 
beam blocking out the impulses 
from the station or stations you 
hope to get. Better let him experi- 
ment. Then compromise on a spot 
somewhere between the place where 
the best pictures come in and the 
place where the viewing would be 
most comfortable. Except in rare 


instances this is not an_ issue, 


though, and you can place the set

BOVE ail, if you wish to enjoy 
Hf your television set with a mini- 
mum of upkeep expense and worri- 
ment, don’t be a tinkerer. If you 
must dabble with the mechanical 
elements which go to make up mod- 
ern living, take out your tinkering 
propensities on such _ predictable 
equipment as the lawn mower or the 
sewing machine. Leave the care 
and wheedling of TV to the experts, 
who know what they’re doing.

century English cabinet-makers, 
Chippendale, Hepplewhite. and 
Sheraton, are well represented in 
modern small pianos. Louis XV 
and Queen Anne are popular de- 
signs if you like things a: little on 
the rococo side. Recently, there 
have appeared small pianos in 
French Provincial designs. Then 
you can find Regency models. Geor- 
gians, and Duncan Phyfes. Some 
makers show Swedish Modern 
models, though they are a little 
extreme for some buyers. Small 
pianos are also available in case 
coverings of what the makers call 
plastic fabric. 

Don’t worry if the legs of some 
small pianos appear fragile, un- 
less you permit Junior to beat your 
furniture with his baseball bat. 
The legs are not functional. like 
those under your chairs. Piano 
legs are installed so that you won't 
think the instrument will fall over 
on its face. The weight of a small 
piano is concentrated back of the 
keys. 

Musically, the small pianos— 
spinets, consoles, and verticals— 
reflect the late acoustical develop- 
ments in the engineering labora- 
tories of leading makers. For 
over a half century, the piano- 
factory technicians had the ad- 





vantage of long strings and big 
sounding boards. characteristic of 
large pianos, in their sincere efforts 
to produce bigger and better tone. 
When the American housewives de- 
manded pianos with less lumber 
and more eye appeal, the makers 
were confronted with new acousti- 
cal problems. It is only necessary 
to compare the small pianos of 
today with those newborn 15 years 
ago to realize how the engineering 
culturists in the piano factories 
have improved the voices of the 
youngsters. 

The early piano makers in 
America sought and achieved an 
orchestral tone. so called, of 
greater majesty and _ sustaining 
power than prevailed in Europe 
then or since. This orchestral tone 
reaches its highest development in 
concert grands, approximately nine 
feet in length. In fact, it was 
created for those very instruments 
whose use is confined largely to 
the concert stage by top-flight 
pianists. 












Professional pianists, as well as 
top-flight amateurs. who like to 
play a Beethoven concerto with 
muscles sufficient to make the liy- 
ing-room windows rattle, like this 
type of big orchestral tone, which

is available only in grand pianos 
of generous size. Such tone is not 
necessary, and frequently unde- 
sirable, in the living room of your 
home. It is not a question of 
whether the tone of the spinet is 
equal to the tone of some other 
type of piano: the question is, 
does the tone please you and is it 
sufficient for your purpose? If 
so, and if you like the design, it 
is the piano for you. Rest assured 
that a well-made spinet will prove 
just as durable as a well-made big 
piano. 

The words—spinet. console, and 
vertical—are used interchangeably 
to designate certain types of small 
pianos which bear no resemblance 
to the upright pianos of yester- 
year. Hence, it is impossible to de- 
fine spinet, console. or vertical, as 
representing distinct types or sizes. 
They range in height from 36 to 
41 inches in most cases, although 
some are available 43 inches high. 
The other two dimensions are fixed 
within close limits for functional 
reasons. This discussion concerns 
only full-scale. 88-note pianos. If 
you want an extra piano for the 
rumpus room or the game room, 
you might like one of the 64-noéte 
or 72-note pianos which may be 
had in any color of the rainbow. 

The first of the new small pianos 
were called verticals by a common 
consent and were larger than those 
of today. As they were reduced in 
size, their popularity increased. 
Then someone gave the smaller 
ones the name spinet. which was 
one of the early keyboard instru- 
ments, an ancestor of the piano. 
The word had been adopted by 
desk manufacturers but is now 
back home in the piano industry. 

The appeal of the piano tone is

Parts in the ready-made sets don't 
handle this wide a spread, so you 
miss some sound at both ends of 
the scale. 

Custom installation of compon- 


ents—building them into your 


house—not only gives you higher 
| fidelity. more convenience of opera- 
| tion. but more economy than ready- 


made sets, if you do it right. 
Suppose, for instance, you once 
bought a ready-made AM radio, 
and now you want to add FM or 
TV. Ordinarily, you just buy a com- 





plete new FM or TV set—paying 
for extra, unneeded amplifiers and 
speakers. But if you buy compon- 





ents alone, you need get only what 
you don’t already have—no dupli- 
cation. Simply hook the new equip- 
ment up to your present amplifier 
and speaker(s). 

This is to cast no adverse reflee- 
tion on ready-made sets of any 
kind. These have provided excel- 
lent service to millions of families 
over the years. The point is: For 
the same money you can buy even 
better components and instal] them 
yourself, If you have no mechani- 
cal ability, you can hire a compe 
tent serviceman to do the job for 
you. This labor costs about $3.50 
an hour, and the average technician 
takes around three hours to install 
a fairly simple system. Manufaey 
turers of components have bee 
very diligent in turning out instrue 
tion leaflets written for laymen. 

As to cost of components: You 
should be able to install a com 
plete AM-FM radio-and-record 
player anywhere from about $20 
up to $5,000. Typical prices of AM 
FM tuners are $100, $140. Recor 
changers range from a three-spee 
one at $48-to the one that plays 10 
records and costs $1.797.

First: The deeper you dig, the 
cooler (in summer) is the earth, 
down to about 20 feet. Therefore, 
the more deeply sunken. your room, 
the cooler its walls and floors. So, 
in the same town, a moderately 
déep (and, therefore, moderately 
cool) sunken room may be dry. A 
deep. very cool one might be damp. 
But, of course, wall construction 
also has an effect. The coolness of 
the earth outside seeps in more 
readily through a thin wall than 
through a thicker wall, more read- 
ily through an un-insulated wall 
than through one built of the new 
fluffy kind of insulating concrete. 
Main idea: Don’t have the inside 
surface of the wall too cool, and 
you won't have dampness. 

“But that’s stupid,” you say. 
“That’s killing the goose. If you 
can’t have the walls cool, then why 
fuss with the underground at all?” 


as that. You can have cool 
walls. Only, you can’t use all the 
coolness you could possibly get. 
For every place in the U.S., your 
architect can calculate how cool 


Re the problem is not as sharp 


your basement walls should be. It 
depends on the kind of summer air 
that place gets. How much can you 
cool that air down before it starts 
making wet films? The weather 
bureau calls this critical temper- 
ature the “dew point.” They would 
say, for instance, that typical sum- 
mer air in St. Louis has a dew 
point of 70°. This means when that 
air touches anything that’s cooler 
than 70°, it puts a film of water on 
that thing. Well, we know what the 
dew points are for typical summer 
air in all parts of the country. 
We know what the ground temper- 
atures are. So your architect can 
design a wall that will be, on the 
inside surface, just a little warmer 
than the dew point of the air. Then it 
stays dry. That’s the trick. And re- 
member: “Just a little warmer’ can 
still be comfortably cool—much 
cooler than the rooms upstairs. 

The second way to keep an un- 
derground room dry is to dry the 
air. This can be done by chemicals. 
salt-like substances that soak up 
moisture. But, at present, chemical 
drying machines are mostly indus- 
trial. Residential models have a 
limited capacity and would work 
best in basements where the win- 
dows are kept closed 

For a sweet-smelling sunken liv- 
ing room, you could also dry the 
air by running it through another 

































type of machine. These machines 
are actually compressors designed 
mostly for air-drying and little or 
no cooling. 

“But,” you say, “if I have to use 
complicated machinery, then why 
bother with sunken rooms? Why 
not simply air condition the house 
and let it go at that?” 

Answer: Because it takes a bi 
unit, expensive to buy and expen 
sive to run, to air condition a roo 
that’s naturally trying to be hot 
It takes a small unit, cheap to bu 
and cheap to run, to air conditio 
an underground room that is tryin 
to be cool anyway. If the sunke 
room needs air conditioning, it i 
equally true that air conditionin 
needs a sunken room.

oS" on any Caribbean Cruise is the Netherlands West 
Indies island of Curacao. Nothing you have seen else- 
where in the Caribbean prepares you for it. Your cruise 
ship approaches the usual harbor mouth, passes the usual 
fortifications. But then, instead of carrying you merely up 
to the port city of Willemstad, it takes you right on through 
it as on a liquid main street, between rows of narrow gables, 
scalloped, scrolled, and variously colored, and as Dutch as 
the Zuyder Zee.

And it will always 
be difficult to leave without once more dashing back to 
Heerenstraat for one more consideration of that Delft Blue 
plate, the fine German camera, that exquisite Madeira linen, 


that French perfume!

Who are the great musicians? 
... our modern artists or those who 


played and sang in the “good old days”? 


by Richard Williams 


I have nothing against admiring 
the past. Indeed, I do it myself— 
and too much of it. Yet, one needs 
to season one’s admiration for past 
greatness with a more reasonable 
appreciation of the present. We 
cannot be asked to achieve a retro- 
spective view of the present and, 
therefore, we are likely either to 
overvalue it or undervalue it. In 
musical performance we are more 
likely to undervalue present artists 
simply because they are present 
and the distance of time has not as 
yet lent them enchantment. But in 
all fairness we must appraise past 
artists honestly. The fact is that 
the singers of the so-called Golden 
Age were not always and not in- 
variably the paragons that we now 
make them out to be. Misguided by 
our sentimental hankering after 
“the good old days,” the ear is 
tricked. I have heard many record- 
ings of the stars of the Golden 
Age which are something less than 
perfect. To be blunt: The record- 
ings are downright bad. I do not 
speak, of course, of technical 
shortcomings in the record. I speak 
of the performance, of the way the 
song is sung. More often than oc- 
casionally, these performances are 
surpassed in artistry, in musician- 
ship, in fidelity to the composer's 
wishes. in understanding of the 
contents of the music, by singers

of today whose voices may not com- 
pare either in beauty or in bulk 
with the voices of the past. Such is 
the evidence, the only trustworthy 
evidence. We cannot believe legend 
or hearsay. We can believe what 
we hear. True enough, a record 
(particularly an old one) cannot 
capture the whole fascination of a 
singer’s personality. But a singer 
must stand or fall by the music he 
produces. That part of him is on 
the old record as a musical docu- 
ment. 


ven the contemporary accounts 
Kh competent judges may disil- 
lusion us. Caruso, said a contem- 
porary critic, was a very indifferent 
actor: One could not expect him to 
give an illusion of the character he 
was impersonating. Perhaps the 
critic was prejudiced; but it makes 
one wonder. As a lover of Verdi’s 
music, I have made it my business 
to find out all I could about the 
premiere of Verdi's last opera, Fal- 
staff, a performance which Verdi 
himself directed and which has 
gone down in the annals of musical 
history as a matchless and defini- 
tive performance. By chance, I 
came across a letter written by 
Giulio Ricordi, Verdi’s editor and 
publisher, a man who knew a great 
deal about music and who is to be 
considered a competent witness. He 
said that all the singers—including 
the famous Maurel—were “almost 
mediocrities” and that they were 
“Very bad in their first interpreta- 
tion.” It was only the arduous work 
of the old Verdi himself, who 
taught the singers the sense of the 
words, who taught them how to 
phrase the music and showed them 
how to behave themselves on the 
stage, which “finally succeeded in 
obtaining a persuasive interpreta- 
tion.” How do you reconcile such 
a statement with the worship of the 
old singers? 

It is not my purpose to belittle 
the past. I devoutly wish that we 
had a few of the voices of the 
Golden Age with us today. I think 
an interest in past glory is instruc- 
tive, provided that we mix with it 

little critical salt, provided par- 
ticularly that we learn to live in the 
present and appreciate for its 
worth the good music-making that 
is to be heard in our day. A great 
deal of such music-making can be 
heard. If it is true that the singers 
of our age do not have the golden 
voices of a past age (and there is 
much to be said on both sides of 
that question), it is also true that 


we are living in our own spe¢ 
Golden Age. To be specific:

But few, in comparison, realize that the same role is played 
by homes. If your appearance, manner, and voice are impor- 
tant in giving an idea of what you really are, how much more 
important is that large, immutable thing—your home! 

What is your house saying about you? Do your furnishings 
and garden spread tales about your attitudes toward life? Do 
your party menus reveal things you’d rather weren’t known- 
such as the sad fact that you have a sense of social insecurity ? 

ach of these questions leads in turn to further ones. 

Does your house belong to the Twentieth Century? Has it 
taken advantage of all the labor-saving devices, the modern 
equipment, the building techniques and materials, and the kind 
of planning which have been developed in the last fifty years? 

Is your house American? Does it permit you to live the effi- 


cient, easy, drudgery-free life that our times and our American 


inventive genius have made possible? 

Does your home look like what it is, or is it masquerading 
as an Andalusian stable, a Cotswold cottage, or a Spanish fort? 

Is your house related to its geography and to its times? 
Could you look out the window and expect to see an ox cart 
or a coach and four, instead of an automobile? 

Does it form a suitable background for you, your manners, 
your ambitions, and values? Or does it make you look slightly 
ridiculous, as if you didn’t quite belong, as though you had 
strayed onto a stage set? 

Does your house express the serenity and self-assurance of 
a person living in a democratic society where Everybody is 
Somebody? Does it show that you are sure of yourself as a 
person of character and importance, or does it show you are 
worried because you're not somebody else? 

Does your home express the qualities you would like to 
embody in your living such as convenience, graciousness and 
simplicity ? 

And your garden—what about it? For the garden is really 
only an extension of you, your house, and its furnishings? Are

Most important of all, does your house help your activities, 
or hinder them? 

Whether you face it or not, the character of your house sets 
the pattern of your life, decides how you will spend your time. 
Your house is the greatest force in your environment. If it 
is at variance with your aims, your house will constantly im- 
pose its will on you. But if it parallels your aims and intended 
way of life, you will find it helping you. This is why the owner- 
built house is the most preferred way of living in the U. S. 


In a democratic society such as ours, our houses do more 


than mold our way of living—they reflect our ideals about the 
good life, because we own our houses, can build them as we 
wish. We need not have their form determined by what some- 
one else decides for us—unless we are renters. (That is why 
home ownership has always been the American Ideal.) 

Your way of living may not be American because you have 
been misled to believe that you and your family could live 
successfully in something designed for some other way of life; 
for life in an English village 300 years ago, or for the poverty- 
restricted existence of a Spanish peasant, or for the pioneering 
life of a New England settler, who had to eke out a hard living 
in a rugged climate without the facilities which we now have 
to control climate and ease our path, 

But perhaps just the opposite is true. Perhaps you haven't 
been misled at all, but are really protesting against our times. 
Perhaps the house of your choice is saying that you really don’t 
like being an American at all, that you would rather have been

Nature does her part to

Have you done yours? Is your garden 


full of color—or has it petered out?

hat does your fall garden look like? Is it full of the rich, 

\\\ warm color of new fall blooms? Or is it a bedraggled rem- 
nant of leftover summer flowers? All too often you may have to 
admit that it looks pretty run-down at the heels. 

How does that happen? You probably thought you could coast 
through the fall on your summer flowers—but you can’t. Nature 
sees to this. She tries to make all plants bloom early so that their 
seeds ripen before frost. You want to have plants in bloom right to 
the time of killing frost. So you must circumvent nature’s plans. 
You must reserve part of your garden for plants bred to 
bloom in the fall. Most people know this—but they give only 
lip service to the idea. They mean to save the space but they 
get many more plants from their packets of seeds than they 
expected. Few gardeners have the ability to discard these unneeded 
seedlings. So they stick them into any bare ground they see. When 
planting time arrives for chrysanthemums, dahlias, and the hardy 
fall asters, all the garden space has been filled. 

How much space should you save for fall flowers? Look at it 
this way. Fall flowers can extend the season two months—begin- 
ning in mid-September when your summer flowers begin to peter 
out noticeably. So fall flowers deserve at least 25 per cent of your 
garden space, especially since they bloom during the time nature’s 
color palette is so wonderfully rich and the exhilarating weather 
makes you want to be outdoors.

any American cities have an architectural tradition to be proud 
M of. Philadelphia is one of them. But a tradition that’s worth its 
salt has simple, down-to-earth reasons for being so. A house is admi- 
rable not because “William Penn lived here” but because it enabled 
William Penn to live here in comfort and grace. Philadelphia’s ancestors 
did many things well, including their houses. But there were many things 
they did not do perfectly, simply because the knowledge and resources 
of their times did not permit it. Thus their stone houses were often 
lovely to look at and, for some seasons of the year, pleasant to live in. 
But in their hot, humid summers they were defenseless against heat, 
sweaty walls, mildew, and insects. In the coldest weather, no matter 
how bright the fire, they lost body heat to clammy stone walls.

It's no wonder you're confused about insulation. There are so many

protected from heat? And why does insulation insulate, anyway ? 











he best insulating material in the world is air. Of 
all common substances, air offers the greatest resistance to 
the flow of heat. Just plain air is 6 times as good an insu- 
lator as wood, 29 times as good as brick, 39 times as good 
as ordinary concrete, 44 times as good as glass, and 1,600 
times as good as copper. Aluminum and copper are about 
the worst insulators, which is another way of saying they 
are the best conductors of heat and make rather nice 
cooking utensils. 

If air is so good an insulator, then why not simply use an 
air-space in the wall? Well, people do, especially in this 
country. The air-space is a distinctly American usage, and 
an old one. The first settlers built their houses the way they 
had built them in England—a wood framework filled with 
brick. But they soon found that a house was more comfort- 
able if it had two skins, so to speak: an inner skin of plaster 
and an outer skin of boarding, with a hollow space between. 
You can see why: because the hollow air-space served as 
insulation, and the climate of the new colony called for 
insulation; the summers were much hotter, and the winters 
much colder than in mild old England. 

But the simple air-space does not make full use of the 
air’s insulating power. Trouble is—the air in it won’t hold 
still. A “block” of air (if you will imagine such a thing), 
the size of brick, would be twenty-nine times as good an 
insulator as a brick. But air doesn’t come in blocks. On one 
side of the hollow air-space, the air picks up warmth. It 
becomes light and flows up. Then it flows across to the cool 
side and rubs off its heat there. It gets cold, sinks down, flows 
across to the warm side again and chills the warm side. So 
these drafts actually transport heat across the air-space. The 
insulating value of an air-space goes to pot. It’s still much 
better than it would be if the outer and the inner “skin” of 
the house were touching each other without an air-space. But 
it isn’t good enough. 

To get better results, you have to stop those drafts. You 
have to pin the air down. Fortunately, this is easy. Air is like 
honey. It clings to things. A thin layer of air clings to your 
hands. A thin layer of air clings to the skin of an airplane 
in flight, even at 600 mph. For the airplane designer, this is 
a bad problem; for the house designer, it’s a good thing. For 
example, it is almost the only reason why a window pane has 
any insulating value. The glass itself would not keep much 
cold out. But a very thin layer of air clings to each side of 
the glass and does the job. It is almost the only reason why 
an air-space has any insulating value. The insulating is done 
almost entirely by the two thin air-layers that cling to the 
two surfaces. 

This same clinging tendency of the air is the secret be- 
hind most insulating materials. You simply criss-cross your 
hollow air-space with billions of tiny fibers or surfaces. The 


air clings to each of them. This pins the air down. Or, in 


some materials, you sub-divide your air-space into a billion 
tiny air bubbles. In any case, that’s what you buy when you 
buy insulation—air, arrested air. And then, of course, you 
don’t necessarily have to put the stuff into a hollow space 
between the walls. You can put it wherever it is convenient. 
But about that, more below. 

It makes surprisingly little difference what material you 
use to arrest the air with. Most anything will do, just so 
long as it is fluffy, with lots of little fibers or surfaces or 
bubbles, holding lots of air. The insulating power of most 
insulating materials lies not in the substance of which they 
are made, but in the air which they hold in place. Glass is 
a very poor insulating material; glass wool is excellent in- 
sulation. Rock is a poor insulator; rock wool is excellent. 
You could stuff an air-space with steel wool and get pretty 
fair insulation. 

And when you look down a list of technical specifications, 
it is amusing to see what-all they make insulation of: rock, 
glass, pig’s hair, cattle hair, licorice roots, slag. cotton, wood 
shavings, and also a kind of mineral that you can puff up 
like popcorn.

All you have 
to do is find some stuff—most anything—that shreds’ or 
puffs up or tears or beats up into a fluffy enough shape. Then 
you sell it and make a million. 

3ut, of course, it isn’t quite so easy. You would have to 
ask: Will it burn? Does it smell? What if it gets damp. Does 
it settle down with age and become compact? Can insects 
live on it? Mold? Fungus? Does it shed a dust that is harm- 
ful to the lungs? Does it rust, rot, or corrode? And so on, 
down a long list of technical requirements. 

You would also ask money questions: How expensive is 
it to make? Is it easy for workmen to apply? How does it 
fit into the house? That’s why insulation material comes in 


so many different forms. For example, it comes in blankets

or quilts that fit into the hollow spaces of a frame wall, 
between the upright studs. It comes loose, to be blown into 
an existing wall after it has been built. It comes as rigid 
boards that serve also as part of the wall’s structure. Of these 
boards, some are for finishing walls (with foil on their 
backs), and others are for structural work only. Some serve 
at the same time as “lath” to hold plaster. Some are tough 
enough to serve as outside sheathing of the house, right 
under the shingles or clapboard. 

There is no “best” insulation, nor is there a “cheapest.” 
There is only a best and cheapest for a particular house. To 
choose it is quite a problem; it ties up with the whole design 
of the house, and the character and extremes of your sum-

Insulation against summer heat is not exactly the same 
thing as insulation against winter cold. “Of course not,” 
you say. “It is exactly the opposite thing. In winter you try 
to keep the heat in; in summer you try to keep it out. But 
doesn’t the same insulation do both jobs?” Well, almost. 
But not quite. 

Here is one big difference: In winter, you have a source 
of heat in the house—your furnace. It keeps making new 
heat as the old heat leaks out. Without this constant flow of 
new heat, the inside of the house would soon be as cold as 
the outdoors. Insulation, after all, cannot heat the house. It 
can only slow down leakage of the heat from the house. 
Well, in summer, you have no source of coolness in the

Forget all the conflicting advice. 
Here is a work-saving program guaranteed 


to produce a thick, velvety green carpet 


NEVER CUT SHORTER THAN 114 1ncHEs. Nature intended grass 
to grow several feet high. Shave it down to an inch or less 
(most lawnmowers do just this) and the grass starves to 
death—and weeds take over. So buy a mower that does a 
good cutting job at 14%-inch height. Don’t be fooled by a 
sales demonstration. Any mower will cut grass short. Only a 


good machine can give a smooth cut at 11% inches. 


FEED LIBERALLY. Few lawns get enough plant food. The 
result is skimpy growth, bare spots, and lots of weeds. All 
lavas need three feedings a year—September, October, and 
February. Use four pounds of a garden plant food, or two 
pounds of a lawn food at each application for each 100 square 
feet of grass. If your soil is more subsoil than topsoil, make 
a iourth application of plant food in April each year. 
Most people think that feeding the grass makes extra work 
—more frequent mowing. Let’s look at this claim. Starved 
lawns must be mowed regularly anyhow because there are 
always occasional sturdy grass plants that grow tall enough 
to make the lawn look ragged. So while you do cut off more 
grass on the well-fed lawn at each mowing, you don’t mow 
much more often—certainly not more than two extra mow- 
ings in the whole season. And mowing is easier on well-fed 


lawns because grass is soft and lush, not tough and wiry.

more, the food served in these 
houses tends to be expressive of 
the abundance of American life, 
with its preparation and serving 
based on scientific knowledge of 
health. 

American houses have a quality 
of self-assurance which comes from 
the fact that they are intent on 
their own ends. The truly American 
house is primarily designed to meet 
the needs of the people who may 
live in it. So, its primary concern 
is not with what someone else may 
think. 

This slight shift in emphasis has 
made an enormous change in the 
appearance of this evolving Amer- 
ican house—much greater than you 
might think possible by so slight 
a shift in aim. 

In contrast to the truly Amer- 
ican house are three types which 
cannot qualify. They are the ill- 
mannered, adolescent houses, so 
beloved of young designers, whose 
primary aim is quite evidently to

be so original that they will shock 
and thereby get publicity. Then 
there are the houses whose chief 
aim seems to be to try to conform 
to a design thesis (or artistic cult), 
rather than provide for the lives of 
their occupants. (As, for instance, 
the houses which insist on ribbon 
windows regardless of whether 
floor plan or orientation calls for 
them.) A third group of houses, 
which we cannot consider Amer- 
ican, is the group which exhibits 
poverty of intention. These are eXx- 
pensive houses which show a lack 
of regard for privacy and the 
amenities of life. They show a la- 
mentable form of inferior planning, 
and meagerness of invention which 
might conceivably be pardoned in 
the lowest cost housing for slum 
clearance. but nowhere else. Such 
a house reminds one of nothing so 
much as a “gold-plated rabbit 
hutch.” None of these expresses 
American ideals. 

It is also true that we are still 
building many houses that are not 
truly American. You should learn 
to recognize these, too: the houses 
with dark, impossible-to-keep-clean 
kitchens; houses with interminable 
stairs, dark, unventilated rooms

So, the insula- 
tion gets warm. This is inevitable. 
Insulation is, after all, no magic 
stuff. It gets warm, when heated, 
just as anything else does. It mere- 
ly takes a little longer. After being 
blasted with 160° heat from one 
side all day, with 90° summer air 
on the other side, it’s bound to get 
warm. 

And then, of course, it 
warm for a while. You see, there 
is a day-and-night factor, a time 
factor, in the summer problem that 
isn’t in the winter problem. The 
heat outdoors lets up as the sun 
goes down. So you open all the

Well, > get 
a stepladder and reach up and feel 
your ceiling. It is warm to the 
touch. Not hot, but mildly warm, 
and that’s enough.

Naturally, once this terrific heat 
has got into the structural mate- 
rials, it takes effective insulation. 
plus the right installation. to keep 
it from creeping all the way into 
the house. Now, the best way to 
keep a house cool in summer is to 
throw the sun heat back before it 
can heat up even the outside of 
the house. This can be done. 


Jou can throw back a lot of sun 

heat simply by the color of your 
roof or wall.

A red roof throws back 
only about 25%. A white roof can 
throw back about 80% of the sun 
heat.

WHY DOES INSULATION INSULATE?

“Don’t touch. It’s hot.” 
This is because the’ pot, like any 


warning: 


warm thing except mirror-like met- 


als, sends out heat rays. A shiny 


percolator sends out practically no 
heat rays. That, of course, is why 
they make it shiny. When a thing 
sends out heat rays, it thereby 
cools off. When you stop the heat 
radiation. you thereby stop an im- 
portant heat loss. The shine, in 
other words, is a form of insula- 
tion. 


hat is one-half of the idea of 

reflective insulation. The other 
half comes in a minute but, first, 
be sure you understand the back- 
ground. There are always three 
main ways in which a warm thing 
cools off. Heat creeps away by 
“conduction” into a colder mate- 
rial. For example, when you stand 
on a cool pavement, heat creeps 
from your feet through your shoes 
into the pavement, and you get cold 
feet. Heat is also washed away by 
cool air. “Convection” is the tech- 
nical word for this. Example: The 
wind picks heat off you and chills 
you. Thirdly, heat jumps away, as 
heat radiation, from any warm 
thing over to anything that is cool- 
er. For example, heat jumps from 
the fireplace directly to your face, 
because the fire is hotter than your 
skin. It jumps from your skin di- 
rectly to a cold window pane in 
winter. because your skin is warmer 
than the window. 

Even though it may seem other- 
wise, heat always moves in one di- 
rection only—from a warmer to a 
cooler substance. Never from cool 
to warm. 

Well. metal foil insulation does 
nothing much about the first and 
second ways of heat loss except in- 
cidentally. Its main job is to stop 
radiation. A reflective surface, 
properly manufactured, acts as a 
barrier for radiant heat. Funny 
thing is, it doesn’t necessarily have 
to be shiny to be reflective, either. 
Not every shiny metal surface is 
heat-reflective; not every heat-re- 
flective metal surface is shiny. The 
reflective power depends on meth- 
ods of manufacture and the nature 
of the surface—not on looks.

SEPTEMBER HARVEST HINTS 


Celery is often bitter if harvested while weather is still hot, 
but later the same planting may be of excellent quality. 


Broccoli should never be allowed to go to flower. Harvest 
regularly to insure continuous production. 


Tomato losses from cracking and decay can be reduced with- 
out loss of quality by picking when first color change appears. 


Sweet corn suckers sometimes produce small but edible ears 
after the main crop is harvested. 


Cabbage of the late varieties seldom split open, so may be 
left in the garden until you are ready to use. 


Eggplant is best when fruit hasn’t quite reached full size 
and seeds aren’t yet fully developed. 


Chard is best when coarse outer leaves are discarded. Store 
tender center leaves in refrigerator if not used immediately. 


W atermelons, when ripe. usually have a brown tendril on the 
main stem opposite the fruit. Snapping melon with your 
finger for a deep sound is another clue to ripeness—a green 
watermelon goes “plink” and a ripe one goes “plunk.” 


RHUBARB REJUVENATION. Has your rhubarb “run out,” 
producing only small stalks? Try lifting the clumps this 
fall and cutting into three or four pieces with a shovel and 
then reset in spaded and fertilized soil. Don’t expect miracles 
next spring. The size of root grown during the past summer 
determines the vigor of next year’s crop. But with reasonable 
care and judicious harvesting, subsequent crops will be 
improved. 


FALL TRANSPLANTING. Cool days of late September are 
ideal for transplanting strawberries, bunching onions, and 
perennial herbs. There is still time for enough new root 
growth to anchor plants well before winter. Of course, 
southern gardeners will delay transplanting until the first 
cool fall days arrive. 


NEW HERBS. You'll find a number of hardy perennial herbs 
ready for fall delivery by the herb specialists. Our family has 





never developed much enthusiasm for herbs, but this fall ’m 
planting some that are new to us, including the lemon-scented 
thyme and pot marjoram. Also a plant of the curly spearmint 
which southern herb fanciers declare to be the true julep mint. 


SPACE FOR STRAWBERRIES. If you lack space for straw- 
berries, try the stunt of my neighbor, Don Connor, who has a 
solid bed in one section of his flower border. Flanked by 
tulips in spring and followed by summer annuals, these straw- 
berries are as attractive as anything he could plant. 


PUMPKINS ASTRAY. The children have taken too seriously | 
my earlier suggestion to eliminate artificial boundaries be- | 
tween flower and vegetable garden. Now there is a husky | 
potato plant snuggled between the iris and a hill of pumpkins |

ing bare spots, always buy a special 
lawn mixture, not a single kind of 
grass. Mixtures are made so you 
get a quick cover of green (in ten 
days) while the slow-to-start per- 
manent grasses are sprouting 
(often not for three weeks). 

The price of the seed mixture 
depends mainly upon the amount 
and the quality of the bluegrass in 
it. The more you pay per pound, 
the more bluegrass you get—and 
the better the lawn, except in heavy 
shade. Look for the addition of 
fescue in the mixture for shady 
places. 

Don’t wait for the new wonder 
grasses you may have heard about 
lately—supposedly no more weeds. 
These grasses aren't likely to be 
available for another two or three 
years, if at all. Producing seeds of 
them is extremely slow and expen- 
sive. Bluegrass costs only a fraction 
as much to produce, and it makes 
a lawn that only the experts can 
distinguish from the new “special” 
grasses.

t was the American Institute of Architects. not HoUsE 
BEAUTIFUL, that singled out this house for top honors. But 
we couldn't be in more whole-hearted agreement. For it proves 
that the ideas we constantly crusade for—privacy, Climate 
Control, and the warm, welcoming look of the American 
Style—are not matters of money, but of sound planning and 
sensitive design. 

The architect's aim was to plan a house which a contractor 
could build for people who already owned a lot, but who 
could not afford the higher costs of a house designed espe- 
cially for them. The one you see in the photographs is a 
model house built by Vistendahl, Inc. at 2548 El Cajon Boule- 
vard, San Diego. It can be duplicated on any lot in San 
Diego County for $9,450, plus the cost of the fences which 
would vary according to the site. The plans have been ap- 
proved by the San Diego office of the F.H.A. and also by 
mortgage companies for conventional loans.

and a more powertful heating system than the unit of 55,000 
b.t.u. capacity which is sufficient for the balmy weather of San 
Diego. For the New York City area, for instance, we obtained 
an estimate of $15,000 which would include radiant floor 
heating and insulating glass throughout. This estimate is 
based on the prices prevailing in June, 1950. For warm, 
humid climates, much of the fixed glass should be made as 
moving sash—which would again change costs. 

But look what you get for your money: The floor space 
measures exactly 1,000 square feet, which means that the 
house would be acceptable in many restricted neighborhoods 
where smaller houses are taboo. There are 8,500 cubic feet 
of enclosed area. But wait! The happy combination of large 
glass areas (totaling approximately 75% of the exterior walls), 
with the carefully placed fences, more than double the living 
space that is actually usable in mild weather—even on a 
minimum lot of 50 by 100 feet. More important, the glass and 
the fences double the feeling of spaciousness in all kinds of 
weather, since the rooms seem to extend beyond the glass 
walls all the way to the fences. 

Study the site plans on page 232, and you will see that, as 
far as privacy is concerned, the living-room can face the 
street or the side of the lot, so there would be no need 
to turn the house to a disadvantageous direction. It is the 
fences, again, and also the relationship of the garage to 
the house that made this plan adaptable to any but a north- 
front lot. Since orientation is the first fundamental of 
Climate Control, this house is qualified for many climates 
more difficult to cope with than that of Southern California. 
Since the roof has a wide overhang on all four sides, sun 
control is assured for climates where summer shading is 


needed. In addition, the high windows at each end of the

house could insure good ventilation in hot, muggy climates by 
providing an escape for the hot stagnant air near the ceiling. 

When this house won the A.J.A. award, we made arrange- 
ments with Burnett’s of San Diego to equip it with furnishings 
which would represent as good a value as the house itself. 
The cost of the furniture selected from Manuel Martin’s “‘Cali- 
fornia House” group, for the three main rooms shown here, 
total less than $1,000, excluding box spring and mattress. 
The wood is hardy Philippine mahogany in a light “wheat” 
finish. The upholstery is covered with cotton denim. 

Fabrics and floor coverings are practical materials, too, 
and all at reasonable prices. Only the decorative accessories 
are outside of the low-cost range. Most of these are the work 
of contemporary American craftsmen and reflect the distinc- 
tion which hand-crafted products lend to even the simplest, 
most practical interiors. 

An architectural historian, surveying pre-Civil War Ameri- 
can houses, has pointed out that there were in those days 
“big and small houses, yes; but rich and poor houses never.” 
Because this house is a small house, with all the good-living 
advantages of a “rich” house, it is most expressive of the 
American tradition and the emerging American Style. For 
instance, what luxury to have every room in the house open 
onto its own private garden! 

The arrangement of the kitchen is a pertinent example 
of the typically American concern for the welfare of those 
who do the work. Not only is it uncommonly light, airy, and 
convenient, but it allows whoever is cooking dinner to keep 
in close touch with the rest of the party. And eating outdoors 
is just as easy as eating in, since the stove is no farther 
from the terrace than it is from the dining room.

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A New hind of House. Born of our Times 


by Jean Murray Bangs 


=o new types of living have appeared on the 

American scene during the last couple of decades. 
One of the most spectacular of these is producing a 
brand-new kind of environment: a luxurious small house 
whose main purpose is to simplify life almost entirely, 
instead of complicating it—a small house with no rela- 
tion to the small houses we have known in the past. 

Usually this new type of house places great emphasis 
on entertaining, so it is especially equipped to handle 
large parties of 50 or 60 people, even though it may 
of such houses has been limited to a small, affluent 
have only one or two bedrooms. Up to now, ownership 
group. But the influence of this new house type is being 
widely felt, for it is being copied. You might say that it 
is to the house field what sport clothes are to the apparel 
field. For the playhouse lets you feel easy and relaxed, 
as opposed to stiff, formal, and dressy. 

This newcomer to our numerous ways of American 
living might be called, very properly, a playhouse. For 
its chief purpose is ease of living—to have the house 
pamper the owner, instead of the owner pampering the 
house. It is usually small, though it has no relation to 
the small house as we have known it before. For it is 
designed for people who are leading different lives, 
with new values and with a-kind of casual manners that 
is typically American. 

The playhouse is as luxurious as can be imagined— 
as luxurious as our American inventive genius can pro- 
duce, which is considerable. It is really a little house 
with big rooms. Actually, the playhouse is a variant, or 
more correctly, an offshoot of the big house, which at 
one time provided the only means for truly luxurious 
living and a gay life. This new playhouse has not devel- 
oped out of our middle-class concept of home. It is not 
a house where the chief emphasis is on the rearing of 
children as in “The Station Wagon Way of Life.” (See 
House BEautirut for June 1950.) It has sprung from 


the owners’ wish to enjoy themselves and to be sur- 


rounded by the ultimate in ease, convenience, glamour, 
and trouble-free housekeeping, without any of the bur- 
dens of keeping a large domestic staff and its resultant 
heavy overhead. It combines luxury with freedom from 
housekeeping responsibility. 

Such houses always start with an important natural 
site. The most favored sites are those which have either 
a magnificent view or complete seclusion, or both. Be- 
cause of their privacy and considerable natural beauty, 
they give a feeling of being apart from the everyday, 
work-a-day world. 

They use many of the elements that the old big houses 
used: marble baths, sunken tubs, mirror-lined dressing 
rooms, the finest wood finishes, custom furniture. But 
they have other things the big house didn’t have: fan- 
tastically complete mechanized kitchens (since the own- 
er may do the cooking at least some of the time): beau- 
tiful, flowing inter-relation of indoors and outdoors 
through glass walls, heated swimming pools, and well- 
furnished pool houses: gardens and terraces designed 
to be lived in, like rooms, rather than walked through 
occasionally as in the old European formula; glamorous 
built-in lighting indoors and in the garden; built-in 
sound systems for radio and records that stress high 
fidelity tone reproduction; built-in movie projectors 


and built-in screens. (Continued on next page)

FERTILIZE TWICE THES FALL

If you can keep the scene outside your windows green as long as 
possible, you take some of the curse off the winter. Certainly, the 
picture window and the glass wall make it almost imperative to keep 
the garden green all year. 

Everybody knows that evergreen shrubs, which hold their rich 
summer-green all during the winter, are the plantings to use for a 
green winter effect. But how to hold back the browning of winter 


that comes to your lawn is not so well known. 





Experiments by House BEAUTIFUL indicate that lawns can be kept 
green all year, certainly as far north as Philadelphia and mid-Ohio.

“Climate Control’: what is it all about? 
Think of a greenhouse. It turns winter into summer—or 
something very like it. It makes unbearable hot weather 
bearable. It slows down wind, or creates a breeze when there 
isn't any. Well, that’s Climate Control. 

You know how sensitive a flower is, how it 
needs just the right light, the right warmth, the right hu- 
midity. You know how carefully a race-horse is housed, or a 
prize milk cow. You know how a dog or a cat is forever hunt- 
ing for the one spot in the house that is “just right.” 

Well, people are even more sensitive. Feeling 
just a little too cool, a little too hot, really raises the dickens 
with body and soul. 

Besides, what is expected of the human animal 
is so vastly more difficult than what is expected of a race- 
horse, a milk cow, a geranium! It involves so much more 
intricate functioning of the organism. A mother cares for 
and guides her children. A man sits in an office and designs a 
machine, or coins an advertising slogan, or talks another 
man around to his way of thinking. These things are difficult. 

It doesn’t help one bit if a cold draft creeps 
down your left shoulder while you are trying to do this, or 
you are sticky with perspiration, or a puff of breeze picks up 





papers from your desk, or throws a lamp over. One’s per- 
formance in modern life depends a lot on working conditions. 
This has been shown by scientific experiments. It has been 
proved time and again also by hard-boiled, dollars and cents 
observations in factories and offices. When people are a 
little too warm or a little too cold, they just don’t turn out the 
work, that’s all. 

You may say to yourself: “Don’t be soft. What 
if it is a little hot? What if there is a little draft? Mind over 
matter, you know.” But the personnel manager, the in- 
dustrial engineer, the doctor, the teacher, the child psycholo- 
gist—they all know that’s nonsense. If you want the human 
animal to do his stuff, you’ve got to treat him right. 

It takes awfully little to make a person uncom- 
fortable. Small differences in the “indoor weather” make big 
difference in how you feel. 

This is lucky. It is what makes Climate Control 
possible. It means that a small improvement in the indoor 
weather makes a big improvement in comfort. Climate 
Control can’t change a Vermont climate into a Florida 
climate. But it can make the small changes that take the 
sting out of the Vermont winter, or the squeeze out of the 
Florida summer. 
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You can control the climate by the 
exact placing of your house. |i makes a big difference 
whether the house is on a north slope or south slope, east 
slope or west slope, on top of a hill or in a valley. Which 
direction most of your windows face makes a difference. 
Vines, trees, hedges, windbreaks make the “‘spot climate” of 
your land different from the general climate of the locality. 
These simple devices, which most people use thoughtlessly, 
or not at all, can make your “spot climate” worse or better. 
They are the ABCs of Climate Control—for with them you 
can produce: wind control—for winter and summer, sun 
pockets—for spring and fall, west-wall shading—for hot 
weather. 

You can control the climate with ma- 
ehinery and gadgets: furnaces and boilers, attic fans, 
de-humidifiers, air-conditioning devices and insulation. But 
it is not enough simply to install such machines in the house. 
The house should be designed to make the machines work well. 
For example, it is difficult and expensive to air-condition the 
hot upstairs rooms of a poorly-built house. It is easy and 
inexpensive to air-condition a basement room that tends to 
be naturally cool in the first place. 

Take the opposite. In a room with cold, poorly 
insulated walls, the harder you heat the more drafts you get 
and the less comfortable you feel. The remedy is not more 
heat, but better insulation of the walls and different placing 
of radiators. 

You see, Climate Control is really the art of 
using science to make yourself more comfortable. Most of 
the things you do in controlling climate are based on scien- 
tific knowledge. But, to combine these parts, so the right 
ones work together and interlock, is an art. We say “art” 
because, after the facts are in hand about a climate’s needs 
and requirements, judgment (about how to use and interlock 
the possible cures) still has to be brought into play. 

Strangely enough, this art has been badly neg- 
lected. The architectural profession too often, tends to think 
of aesthetics first and last, and so may forget about perform- 
ance. Technical people are trained to be specialists in one 


type of product, and so are slow to think about how their 
product must integrate with the other products. The mechan- 
ically-minded have said, “with our machines we can make 
you a perfect climate.”” The nature boys have said, “‘give 
us wind, or sun, or trees, and we’ll fix whatever is the matter 
with your climate.” 

The truth is: you need to use all of them, in 
whatever proper proportions are called for by your particular 
climate. Either sort of control, without the cooperation of 
the other, cannot do a good enough job except at great cost. 

Climate Control will continue to be a monthly 
feature of House Beautiful, We will continue to try to bring 
you the best thinking plus the best knowledge of our times— 
so you may constantly step up your control of your environ- 
ment, and so make your life easier.

We don’t talk sense 


—about our own comfort 


WE conruse ouRSELVES with loose language. We say: 
“IT am hot,” “I am cold.” But you are not. You are very much 
the same temperature summer or winter, and you have to be. 
If your temperature went up only a few degrees, you would die 
of heat prostration. If your insides were cooled a few degrees, 
you would die of “exposure.” That’s just it. In order to keep 
itself from getting hot, the body must work hard in summer. 
It sends the blood out to the surface of the body so that you 
are red-faced and your fingers swell up. This is a strain on the 
heart. Also, in order to keep yourself cool, you sweat. This is 
what we really mean by: “I am hot.’ We mean: “My body is 
under great strain to keep itself cool.”” The same in winter, only 
the other way ’round. “I am cold,”’ means: “My body is making 
fancy adjustments to conserve its heat.’’ The blood stays out of 
the feet, the ear, the nose, the fingers, which therefore become 
cold. You shiver. It is only an involuntary way of making your 
body produce more heat—a form of exercise. 

Half the time you don’t know what ails you. When 
you are hot, you may be hot for three different reasons: hot 
air, humid air, not enough wind. The thermometer shows 
only one of them. 

When you are cold, you may be cold for one or all of 
three reasons: cold air, cold walls, drafts. Again, the thermom- 
eter shows only air temperature. 


THE 3 SIMPLE CLIMATE IDEAS 
Most people should know them—but few people do 


The hot side of the house in summer is the west side. 


Most summer discomfort comes not from hot air, but from the 
heated-up walls and ceilings of the building. Much winter discom- 


fort likewise comes from cold walls, cold window panes. 


Big windows are not wasteful even in cold climates. A window facing 
south will, in virtually every American climate, trap more sun-heat 
in winter than it lets out furnace heat. The bigger the windows, the 
more important it is that the heating plant be geared to the windows. 
The heat must go off fast when the sun comes out. It must come on 
fast again when the sun goes under a cloud, or when night comes. 
And you must have draperies to draw over the glass at night—or 
you'll cancel out your heat gain of the daytime. Solar windows are 
not practical unless your cold season is around 60% sunny. There 


are a few areas in the U.S. where you don’t get that much sun. 
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Twelve important 
comfort facts 


in ANY climate 


The temperature of the walls, floor and ceiling of 
a room is every bit as important as the tempera- 
ture of the air. 


Outdoor living is possible for a lot more of the 
year than most people realize. Very simple de- 
vices—like windbreaks, sun pockets, shade mak- 
ers—can make marginal outdoor weather hab- 
itable. 


An overhanging roof on the south side of the 
house shades south windows in summer, lets in 


sun in winter. 


The underground is cool in summer, warm in 
winter. It can be harnessed to stabilize the ex- 
tremes of climate above the ground. 


Wet basements (in summer) are made wet by the 
moisture in the air condensing on the cold base- 
ment walls (just as a glass of ice water gets wet 
on the outside). Keeping the basement closed, 
so the moist air isn’t invited to enter, is the first 
thing to do. Beyond that, you'll need to use a 
mechanical dehumidifier. 


Our control of climate in cold weather is almost 
perfect. We can do anything—at a cost not tco 
out-of-line with other costs in our times. Our 
control of hot weather is not so well advanced— 
partly because most people don’t understand 
what summer discomfort is compounded of, and 
partly because, up to now, the contro] devices 
were more expensive. 


A south slope is warm in winter, spring and fall. 
and not any hotter in summer. A north slope is 
cold in winter, spring and fall and hot in summer. 


The air is coolest, at night, right at the ground. 
A low air intake, combined with an attic fan, is 
the best way to get cool air into the house, and to 
cool off the structure itself. 


It’s cooler at the bottom of a valley than on a 
slope. A house on the top of a slope would have 
warmer air, but more breeze. So whether the top 
is a better place to put a house depends on how 
humid your heat is. For the more humidity in 
summer, the more necessary breeze is. Breeze 
might be a better comfort device than a few de- 
grees lower temperature. 


The more humid your summer heat, the more 
breeze you want. The drier your heat, the less 


breeze you want. 


The best natural ventilation is created by flue 
action—like that of your chimney. This principle 
is well-known, but seldom applied to improving 
body comfort in summer. 


The way to begin to improve your summer com- 
fort is to turn back sun heat before it gets into 
your structure. This means using a reflective roof. 
White colored is best, or a reflective metal surface 
is next best. What makes you most uncomfortable 
in summer, in most parts of the U. S., is not the 
hot air but your hot house. This is true, regardless 


of whether your heat is moist or dry.

You won’t make head or tail of the next nine pages unless 
you understand three basic facts: 

You are a heat-producing machine. Winter or summer, 
your body is always producing more heat than it needs. 
If it does not get rid of this excess heat fast enough, you 
will sicken and die. If it gets rid of this heat too fast, you 
will sicken and die. Thus the whole secret of your comfort, 
your health—even your life itself—is to lose heat ai that 
rate which enables your body to keep an even 98.6". 

You can lose heat in any or all of four ways: by con- 
duction (swimming), by evaporation (perspiration), by 
convection (breeze), by radiation (cold window). It makes 
no great difference which way you lose it so long as the 
rate of loss is right to hold that magic 98.6°. 

There's no such thing as being “cool” or “warm”; 
you only feel that way! In summer, because your en- 
vironment is hotter, your rate of excess-heat loss must be 
increased. In winter, because it’s cold, the rate must be low- 
ered. The ordinary heating or cooling system does this 
mainly by convective means. That is, by bathing you in air 
of the right temperature, it enables your body to speed up 
or slow down its heat loss to the right rate. The house 
shown on the following pages does the same thing by 
mainly radiant means—that is, by surrounding you with 


surfaces of the right temperature.

A medical climatologist who knows that your comfort 


is important to your very life tells how 


he built his own house—and why.

built this new house because I wanted my family to en- 

joy the same comfort conditions that experimental ani- 
mals in my laboratory have enjoyed for years. The animals 
thrived: and so, I’m confident, shall we. The proposition is 
really quite simple. You and I, like all animals, are combus- 
tion machines, operating at about 25 per cent efficiency. We 
live off one-fourth the food we burn in our tissues, and waste 
the energy from the rest. The ease with which we get rid of 
this waste heat is a controlling factor in how vigorous, fertile, 
and long-lived we are. And this, in turn, means that most of 
us operate best in a cool climate. 

My laboratory animals have a cool climate the year around, 
right here in the Midwest, with its hot summers and often 
cold winters. But they don’t have air conditioning: they have 
reflective radiant conditioning. They are kept comfortable by 
losing heat. not to the air, but to the floors, walls. and ceilings 
around them. These surfaces take from their bodies exactly the 
amount of heat they need to lose. winter and summer, for 
their internal heat equilibrium. 

In my new house we use the same system of comfort condi- 


tioning. and we like it fine. It’s at least as healthy as conven- 





tional heating and cooling systems—and it is considerably 
simpler. All you need are reflective surfaces and a coil through 
which you can pass hot and cold water. It calls for a con- 
siderably lighter house structure—no massive walls, double 
windows, or heavy insulation. And once the system is per- 
fected—mine is frankly experimental—it will give you year- 


round comfort for less than your former winter heating cost. 
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**Heat-and-cold mirror’ 


is principle behind the Mills house 


You have probably always thaught of re- 
flective foil as insulation—something you 
used instead of, or along with, the fluffy 
mass insulations. Well, its that but it’s 
something more. You can use it inside your 
house as a “heat-mirror.” Here’s the set-up: 
You have a room that’s hard to heat and 
always chilly. The air in the room is not so 
chilly. The thermometer proves it. Yet some- 
how you can’t get comfortable. Well, the 
reason is probably that the walls are too 
cold. They’re sucking heat from your body 
faster than the heated air is slowing it down. 

All right! Try this: Paper that cool wall 
with reflective foil, shiny side into the room. 
Right away the chill disappears, even if the 
air is cooler than before. The wall is no 
warmer to the touch, but you feel as if it 
were. The whole room feels warmer, because 
the other things in the room can no longer 
radiate heat at the cool wall: or rather, the 
heat rays are now being bounced right back 
into the room. 

You can also cool a person with reflective 
foil. Put him into a room with reflective 
walls and ceiling. Then put a small, very 
cold thing into that same room—say, a 
refrigeration coil. He'll cool in no time, 
because heat rays from his skin jump to 
the wall, bounce perhaps to another wall, 
bounce up and hit the ceiling. Finally, 
they’re bound to hit that cold thing and be 
swallowed up. He'll be comfortable, even 
though the air is warm and the foil-lined 
walls themselves feel warm to the touch. 

That’s the heat-mirror principle which 
Dr. Mills has employed in this house. You 
can see the possibilities of such reflective 
radiant conditioning are quite spectacular. 
They are only beginning to be explored in 
such experimental houses as this. But the 
time may not be far off when you'll be able 
to flip on instantaneous warmth or “coolth”™ 
as you enter a room and flip it off when you 
leave. like lichts.

But who would guess it ? 


My house has refrigeration coils in the cornice 
and aluminum foil on the floor. Yet, like any 


really good design, it doesn't look bizarre 


As I write these lines in my study, the city around me— 
Cincinnati—is sweltering in typical July heat—96° and 
muggy. Even in this room, the air is 88°. Yet I am comfort- 
able. because the house is taking away my excess body heat 
in radiant form. The mechanism is simple. All ceilings, walls, 
and floors are covered with aluminum foil. This foil acts as a 
mirror. Heat rays from my body are reflected by this mirror 
up into cooling coils in the cornice. There the heat is absorbed 
and carried away, down to the refrigeration machine in the 
basement. In cold weather this process is reversed. Then 
heating elements take over, bouncing infra-red rays down the 
foil mirrors and thence to me. Either way, I'll be comfortable, 
no matter what the air temperature. For my house is built on 
the principle of reflective radiant conditioning. In cold weather 
it warms you by shining radiant heat on your body, thus 
slowing down your heat loss. In hot weather, it “cools” you 
by speeding up your heat radiation to surfaces cooler than 


yourself. The next pages show you how it’s done.

The heart of 


my comlort system 


is in the ceiling 


ou are already familiar with indirect lighting coves or 

troughs. You see them everywhere, in shops, cafes, 
houses. Well, the troughs in my house work the same way 
except that, instead of diffusing visible light rays, they 
handle invisible heat rays. In winter, their heating coils 
radiate heat rays which are reflected around the foil-lined 
walls of the room so that they hit you from every angle, just 
like light rays in a brightly lit room. In summer, the pro- 
cess is reversed. Then your body may be compared to the 
heating element giving off the heat rays. These rays are 
bounced around the room surfaces until they ultimately hit 
the cooling coils in the troughs. Circulating a cold liquid in 
these coils absorbs this heat and carries it away. 

Thus, in my house, your comfort is maintained exclusively 
by radiant means, without the necessity of ever heating or 
cooling the air. You feel “cooled” or “warmed” because 
your rate of heat loss is exactly right for the weather— 


neither too much nor too little.

But 


ideally, all you need is one set of pipe coils around the room. 


In winter these would circulate hot water, in summer, the re- 


frigerant. Condensation on cooling coils is handled by an alum- 


inum-lined gutter which carries drip to the basement. 


Since heat rays travel with the speed of light, a radiant 
system like mine can give you comfort conditions very 
quickly. But once you’re in the room and the system is 
working, it has to be modulated like any other. Hence my 
house has a series of thermostatic controls which automati- 
cally adjust the heating or cooling to the needs of those in 
the room. Of course, my system, like any other, has limits. 
I estimate that my living room has adequate radiant cool- 
ing capacity for twelve people on a hot night. Beyond that, 
I'd have to add cooling coils or use fans. 

People ask me if, in Cincinnati’s humid summers, my 
walls don’t sweat, like an ice-tea glass. The answer is no, 
because—oddly enough—the walls themselves never get 
cold. They stay pretty near room-air temperature while 
directing heat rays to the cooling coils. This you may find 
hard to believe. But it’s an old fact from the physics book— 
the surface temperature of a reflective material is not affected 
by the heat rays that it reflects.

WONDER how S. S. Pierce Com- 

pany’s superb Cherries Jubilee 
escaped my eagle eye till now. I 
was amazed to learn that their 
pantry-shelf edition of this cele- 
brated epicurean dessert had been 
on the horizon for almost a year 
before I discovered it. But an 
innoyation like this is worthy of 
top billing any time. 

The pantry shelf never had a 
more illustrious resident than this 
pet of gourmets the world over. 
As those who have partaken of 
the luscious, flambéed delicacy in 
some famed restaurant or else- 
where know, it richly merits the 
plaudits of its devotees. There’s a 
special something about its rich 
flavor and the festive glamour cre- 
ated by the diminutive flames that 
float over the purple-hued “pool” 
of sauce and cherries, that gives 
this basically simple delicacy such 
elegance that it’s become synony- 
mous with gala occasions and epi- 
curean dining. It delights both the 
palate and the eye.

While it’s dubbed Bombay Duck, 
it’s actually dried Bommaloe Fish. 
The salty, highly scented (shall we 
say) fish is virtually unstorable 
without passing its aroma on to 
other foods. This miniature pack 
solves this problem perfectly for 
there’s just enough in it to take 
care of one curry party. 

The adjunct is 
Javin Pappadums (or Papads, as 
they’re sometimes called). They’re

spicy. peppery wafers made from 
an Old Madras recipe. They’re like 
little, paper-thin pancakes that 
look much like tortillas, which you 
toast or deep-fry for serving. On 
first nibble, the wafer tastes like 
a tortilla but momentarily its pep- 
pery zest comes at you full steam 
ahead.

I prefer, how- 
ever, the recent biography by Hes- 
keth Pearson, Gilbert and Sullivan, 
or the more comprehensive and 
learned book by Isaac Goldberg, 
The Story of Gilbert and Sullivan, 
which unfortunately is now out of 
print and hard to find.

Again, folk art has contributed to 
the great Flemish art of the Fif- 
teenth Century.

From the beginning of our crea- 
tive history, however, we have sel- 
dom used forms as we have re- 
ceived them. We have done some- 
thing with them, and to them. 
That something has not been capri- 
cious and it has not been stimu- 
lated by a demand for mere noy- 
elty, though a liking for the new 
is strong in us. As an active people 
facing the demands and opportuni- 
ties of a new land, we have used 
what we had to make what we 
needed, taking the old forms as 
a springboard for invention, and 
shaping what we inherited from 
the European past to our new en- 
vironment. 


HIS sort of adaptation has taken 

place everywhere in the world 
throughout history. In the older 
countries the process has been slow, 
following waves of taste which have 
lasted over long periods. With us, 
the Seventeenth, Eight- 
eenth, and Nineteenth Centuries, 
the trends have had a shorter wave 
length.

always tended toward simplicity. 
This is in the very grain of the 
American tradition. Colonists and 
pioneers, making their way iato a 
wilderness, had to travel light.

Quakers, Moravians, 
the various Mennonite groups, and 
others—plainness was piety as well 
as principle. Their garments and 
dwellings were plain. Their 
churches and meeting houses were 
austere to the point of bareness.

In it we find the strains which 
still motivate American design— 
the strains of simplicity, fitness to 
purpose, honest use of materials, 
invention, the creativeness that re- 
shapes inherited forms in response 
to the demands of a changed en- 
vironment, and the influence of one | 
tradition upon another.

win a blue ribbon at the Flower 
Show. The principles of design are 
not a set of rules; they are an ex- 
planation. They are not a method; 
they are “the reasons why certain 
things have been found to be aes- 
thetically satisfying throughout the 
ages.” 

The catch is in the word satisfy- 
ing. If you get any personal satis- 
faction from learning about design, 
and if you can see it as the expla- 
nation of the things you have al- 
ways vaguely felt, it will fascinate 
you. You will never know all there 
is to know about design, but you 
will understand what you do know. 
To want to know is the first step 
toward knowing. 


BOREDOM with monotonous 
A patterns, a fierce resentment 
over too many different patterns, an 
instinctive distaste for bad color, a 
rejection of vague forms, give you a 
desire to know how to avoid these 
unsatisfactory results. If you are ac- 
tively disturbed by bad design, it 
follows automatically that you will 
respond with pleasure when it is 
good. Response comes first, and

The house has already begun to 
prove these things. So far my fam- 
ily and I have been perfectly warm 


with outside temperatures down to 


20° F. We have been delightfully 
cool when our instruments outside 
read 96° F. and 70 per cent rela- 
tive humidity. This has been ac- 
complished solely by my reflective 
radiant conditioning system. There 
is no reason to doubt its perform- 
ance under more extreme condi- 
tions, 

The principle itself is utterly 
simple: 

Make all inside surfaces of a 
room heat-reflective, then provide 
one element with an easily adjust- 
able temperature to handle both 
heating and cooling, winter and 
summer. 

Simplest way to apply the prin- 
ciple would be to run one set of 
coils around the ceiling cove. In 
winter it would carry hot water, 
in summer cold water. One “tem- 
perature” switch right next to the 
light switch would turn the entire 
heating-and-cooling system on and 
off manually. No need to waste it 
when the room is unoccupied. 

But unfortunately my 
particular 


house 
could not prove this 
method of application. For several 


reasons. I heat with an electrical 
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resistance element and cool with 
a regular refrigeration machine. 


Heating 


I had to “burn” electricity so I 
could measure easily the exact 
amount of energy consumed. (As 
soon as our measurements demon- 
strate the theory that reflective 
surfacings reduce heating loads 
two-thirds to three-fourths, I plan 
to rip out bodily my electrical heat- 
ing elements and use hot water.) 
Let’s run through a cycle, starting 
with room empty, system off: 

You walk in, snap on the “heat” 
switch. Current flows through the 
electrical resistance element, which 
is just like the ones on your elec- 
tric range, only bigger. This ele- 
ment is located in the upper part 
of the ceiling cove. (See cutaway 
diagram, page 187.) Radiant heat 
energy starts to build up in the 
room, and in just a few minutes 
your body heat loss is cut to ex- 
actly the right amount. 

Actually there are four levels of 
heat available, each controlled by 
a thermostat. (The system is read- 
ily adaptable to additional levels 
if they prave necessary.) If the air 
is already comfortable, no heat 
comes on. 

When you leave the room, turn 
off the heat—no sense wasting it. 


Cooling 


Perhaps the greatest thing about 
this entire system is its economy: 





Last June, during a muggy spell 
of heat (up to 96° F.), we were 
perfectly cool—at a cost of only 
two kilowatts of electricity per 
hour of operation for the entire 
house. That’s only several cents’ 
worth, no matter where you live. 
And you need operate the system 
only during the hot hours of the 
day when you're actually in the 
room. 

The compressor in my basement, 
just like the one in your refrig- 
erator, takes in warm Freon gas, 
changes it to cold liquid Freon, 
and removes the latent 
condensation. So I simply pump 
the cold liquid Freon through the 
coil in the ceiling cove. 

Cycle: Turn on the “coolness” 
switch. House current activates the 
electro-magnetic field of a selenoid 
valve, which then opens up and 
lets the cold Freon through. The 
Freon receives radiant heat from 
your body and is itself warmed. 
Returning to the compressor, it 
loses this warmth and heads for 
the room again. Line a refrigerator 
with foil and you’ve got the same 
thing, only colder. My cooling sys- 
tem is capable of giving comfort 
to as many as twelve people per 
room during the hottest weather

What about condensation? This 
is the catch in radiant-cooling with 
an entire cold wall. In the Mid-

condensation would be terrific. But 
it’s no problem at all with my 
system. Condensation is due to 
warm, humid air contacting a cold 
surface. The only cold object pres- 
ent in my rooms is the Freon coil 
in each ceiling trough. This coil 
cools the air immediately around 
it. The heavy cold air tends to 
remain in the trough rather than 
spill out into the room. Thus it 
minimizes the amount of warm air 
that can get at the cold coil. Any 
condensation that does form is 
guttered away like rainwater. 

I use auxiliary heat in kitchen 
and baths to prevent water pipes 
and toilets from freezing. A ther- 
mostat turns this on whenever in-

All incoming air goes between 
the charged plates of an electro- 
static air filter in the basement.

sembly. And no matter how small 
the start, the acquisition of power 
implements is mostly a matter of 
time and budget, and their place- 
ment is as fine a point as the loca- 
tion of a new piano in the living 
room.

The lighting of a good workshop 
demands consideration and_plan- 
ning, Guiding the saw-teeth along 
a thin pencil line. or setting the 
bore to a tiny dot is no place 
for a shadow. Adequate ventilation

discomfort of hard work on a hot 
day.

of guests. For all the privacy this 
little house affords, it never says: 
“Go away. We don’t want you here.” 

It is a truly modern house, in 
plan, in construction, and in ma- 
terials. But its designer did not dis- 
dain details of the traditional 
American idiom, such as the low, 
gabled roof and the generous fire- 
place that welcomes you as you 
walk into the living room. It solves 
many of the problems which have 
been of greatest concern to modern 
architects—such as the high cost 
of space, the necessity for ease of 
maintenance, the demands of serv- 
antless living. But they have been 
solved—not by bizarre innovations

Dry cleaners 


Dry-cleaning fluids are death to plants. Even the drip 
from clothes hung out to dry kills lawngrass and any 
other plants it hits—another good reason for the modern 
trend toward paved laundry yards. 


Mouse stopper 


If moles and mice get after your tulip bulbs. plant the 
bulbs inside wire baskets sunk into the ground. Several 
firms now sell ready-made baskets. or you can make your 
own from half-inch mesh “hardware cloth.” 


Don’t hesitate 


Lawns seeded in October will be much better next sum- 
mer (far fewer weeds or bare spots) than lawns seeded 
next spring. so don't hesitate if you didn’t get the job 
done last month, the usual lawn-planting time. 


Plant horror 


There’s still one horror of the Victorian era that shows 
up in some home gardens even in 1950—lawn shrubs 
snipped into tight globes. Confine the use of hedge shears 
to formal hedges. Use only pruning shears on shrubs, and 
use them only to remove worn-out branches entirely (cut 
them off as close to the ground as possible). 


To grow 


Not enough people know about hardy fall asters. They 
live for years and bloom for weeks each fall. There’s 
still time to plant them this fall for a good flower show 
next year. Look in the nursery catalogs for variety de- 


scriptions on flower colors and plant sizes. 


Why rake leaves? 


Do you still rake leaves each fall? It’s not necessary. 
you know. Now you can buy a power leaf grinder (Jacob- 
sen or Propulsion Mow-Master) that chews the leaves 
into little pieces and distributes these as a mulch, which 
becomes invisible after the first rain or two washes your 
lawn. The same machine works the rest of the year as 
a power mower after a few simple changes.

Arizona, in fact, claims to have originated 
the motel, Such is her pride in it that she not only possesses an 
unusual number, but each new motel seeks to outdo the last in 
architecture, service, and extras, with most gratifying results 
to the traveler. 

Around Phoenix alone, there are more than 350, almost all 
with elegant lawns, shuffleboard, horseshoe and croquet courts, 
sun decks and patios for sun bathing, and not a few with their 
own warm-water swimming pools. Others point with pride to 
incidental refinements like cactus gardens, aviaries, barbecue 
pits for outdoor steak fries, miniature golf courses, putting 
ereens. At least one serves its guests breakfast in bed. If you 
wait until the peak months of February and March, of course, 
even this number may be filled. But if you go earlier, you may 
find a motel a pleasant way of settling in, learning your way 
around, and selecting how and where you wish to spend the 
bulk of your vacation, You may indeed find it so pleasant that 
you will look no farther, but make your motel headquarters for 
your entire stay. Phoenix Chamber of Commerce, which stands 
ready to furnish information about motels as well as other 
types of accommodation, quotes rates from $2 to $7 now, $4 


to $20 during the peak season. 


All this and Calypso, too 


Here are some reasons behind the current enthusiasm for 
Jamaica, especially among people preferring a one-island Car- 
ibbean vacation. One is that Jamaica itself is diverse, made 
so by an unusually mountainous terrain, so that you can choose 
at will between seashore, inland and foothill resorts. Another 
is that Jamaica is unusually accessible, only three hours by 
air from Miami, a little more from New Orleans, and served 
regularly by at least three steamship and seven airlines.

W have millions of Americans suddenly developed a 
t 


aste for certain greens, browns, grays, and yellows? With 
no official dictum or promotion, no sanction but their own 
feelings, why are people all over the country filling their homes 
with the colors, materials, textures, and forms of nature? 
Why indeed? But first, the exact facts! 

During the summer of 1950, House BEAuTIFUL editors gath- 
ered together the top “best-sellers” of the last two years in all 
types of home furnishings that use color, pattern. and texture. 
All price levels were researched—from the “completely mass” 
to the most high-fashion “decorator” types of merchandise. 
They found the best-selling items in all manufacturers’ lines 
were invariably naturalistic in design. 

The color palette found in all these best-sellers is made up 
exclusively of the colors commonly found in nature: soils. 
tree barks, plant leaves, wood tones, ferns, rocks, and grass. 
Flower colors occurred, but as a minority group, and then 
used only in small quantities for sparkle—in about the same 
small proportions as Nature uses flower colors. No strong. 


intense, or not-to-be-found-in-nature colors showed up as sales 


winners. Many were grayed and muted, and all color schemes 
combined the correct accent color, as nature commonly does it. 

Even more interesting—the best-selling patterned fabrics 
used designs that realistically presented common nature forms: 
leaves, ferns, trees, flowers. And the textured fabrics that 
were best-sellers were so textured they reminded us of the 
coarseness of bark and rocks. And why not? They were even 
colored to resemble bark and rocks. So it was no surprise 
to find that the paints that people have been having mixed 
to their order should reflect this same naturalistic trend. 
Neither was it a surprise that the best-selling rug colors were 
such that they could be laid down outdoors and look completely 
at home there. 

These findings were not a total surprise to the Editors. for 
they had suspected this might be the case. For naturalism is 
a very logical ingredient in the emerging American Style in 
architecture and decorating. But they asked us (as an archi- 
tectural historian and as an anthropologist) to evaluate these 
findings in a larger frame of reference than as mere fashion.

random phenomena were neither random nor phenomenal, 
but part of a big, long cycle of social change, and that this 
evidence was only a small part of a bigger story. 

This preference for “nature” colors (greens, browns, and 
warm grays—the color of leaves, rocks, soils and tree trunks) 
springs from a basic change in attitude about our homes. 

Originally, our houses were designed almost solely for 
“protection against the elements.” Now we endeavor to “bring 
the outdoors in,” thanks to our vast progress in controlling 
weather and climate. As soon as wide openings and glass walls 
made the outdoors an actual or visual extension of the room, 
it was inevitable that there would be a demand for color 
harmony between the inside and the outdoors. You have only 
to look at the rash of picture windows that has broken out 
across the country to realize that the emphasis has changed— 
from keeping nature out to letting it in. 

In the case of the city apartment, in which the room must 
turn in on itself because connection with the outdoors is 
physically impossible (as well as visually undesirable), nature 
colors seem to act as a psychological link between the room 
and the outside. They bring up memories and images of 
actual scenes. 

“But can better heating plants and insulating glass produce 
a taste change?” you ask. Yes, indeed! Americans have al- 
ways liked contact with nature. For the bulk of our population, 
nature is safely under control and we have nothing to fear 
from it. We consider ourselves a part of nature and, therefore, 
akin to it. We have never been afraid of it as in other societies, 
because our American world was born since mankind learned 


there is nothing supernatural about nature 





nothing which 
the mind can’t understand. Moreover, we Americans are con- 
stantly doing things to nature, instead of attempting to adapt 
ourselves to it as more primitive peoples do. We are constantly 
doing things to improve it (witness Climate Control in our 
houses, and our vast reservoir and irrigation projects). 
Because of our attitudes, nature offers us peace, relaxation. 
and escape in an increasingly complex and competitive society. 
The present “liking” for nature in the decorative and archi- 
tectural fields is an evidence of our friendliness to and respect 
for the natural world and its laws. This attitude is a basic 
part of our feeling about life. (It also accounts for our pre- 


dilection for realism in painting.) (Continued on page 292)

AMERICAN MODERN 
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Architecture 


Although period architecture was dominant, an indigenous modern 
architecture was developing ... Rejecting traditional forms, it 
took principles of construction from natural objects, in which use 
determines form. The ideas behind it were expressed in the writing 
of Horatio Greenough, Louis Sullivan, Frank Lloyd Wright and 
Gustay Stickley. Leading architects of this minority group were 
H. H. Richardson, Sullivan, Wright and others of the group called 
“the Chicago School,” Maybeck, Greene and Greene. This was the 
period of the California Bungalow and the Craftsman House. This era 
saw the start of such modernisms as built-in furniture, grouped win- 
dows, exposed construction, natural woods. 


Period architecture was again dominant after the war. This was 
the heyday of Spanish, Tudor, Norman. It began to “‘peter out” with 
popularity of Colonial, whose simple forms paved the way for sim- 
plicity of modern. “Authenticity” was the standard of judgment. 
At the end of this period, popular architecture was dominated by 
Cape Cod and “ranch house” styles in some areas particularly. 


European Modern—tThe Paris Exposition, 1925, introduced the 
abstract ornament of ““modernistic” which was the first modern Euro- 
pean style to influence the U. S. In the thirties, both period styles 
and “modernistic” were successfully challenged by still another 
European style—called “The International Style.” This style rejected 
the past, particularly in regard to ideas about nature and man. This 
“International Style” is the same the world over in minimizing the 
importance of the individual. It makes arbitrary form—not the prin- 
ciples of nature—the basis of design. Leading exponents of European 
Modern in the U. S. have been Neutra, Gropius, Mies van der Rohe, 
Breuer, Lescaze and Mendelsohn. 


American Modern— It all but went underground in this period— 
though Wright was carrying on, and a few men in the later half of the 
CD o yi > 
period (such as William Wurster, Gardner Dailey, Harwell Harris, 
Alden Dow and the Samuel Homseys) were pursuing their own course 
) I s 
in developing American forms. 


Outstanding deyelopment of this period is the emergence of “American 
Modern’ —as differentiated from “European Modern” with which it 
was first confused. American Modern is the continuation and out- 
growth of the indigenous American work of 1894-1918. It shows some 
influence of “European Modern,” and it also reflects the changes 
(social and technical) in American life since 1918. Like the earlier work 
from which it derives, it is based on the importance of the individual. 
It takes its principles of construction from the integration in nature. 
It is not limited to any one particular form. Architects, whose work 
typifies this emerging style, are: F. L. Wright (whose work flows 
unbroken from 1894), William Wurster, whose work dates from 1924, 
Harwell Harris, whose work dates from 1934, and John Yeon, whose 
work dates from 1935. In addition, a younger generation of architects, 
such as John Funk, Hugh Stubbins, Robert Cerny, Joseph Esherick, 
and a still younger group, who were inspired greatly by Wright, are 
remaking the American small house. The materials, forms and colors 
of this revitalized American work are strikingly sympathetic to those 
of the 1894-1918 period. 











Our truly indigenous houses have always 
reflected our love of nature — by their 
form, materials and colors. But we haven’t 
always built in the American style. Be- 
tween World Wars [and II we were wooed 
by European influences. Now we are 
returning to the original values that gave 


birth to the American Style. 


Social Conditions 


Reform (or “cozy radicalism’’) 
were the dominant notes of the 
period: movements for suffrage, 
prohibition, pure food laws, dress 
reform, fresh air, world peace and 
all varieties of political and social 
betterment, including architec- 
ture. The indigenous American 
house developed in conjunction 
with the emergence of the “new 
woman.” 


Early part of this period was typi- 
fied by desire for Harding’s “nor- 
maley” and Coolidge’s “pros- 
perity’’ and the desire to preserve 
the status quo. With the depres- 
sion, the dualism in American 
life becomes more pronounced. 
For now the American way was 
opposed by strictly revolution- 
ary ideas—in social thinking as 
well as in design. Those revolu- 


tionary doctrines, which were ° 
° 


wholly European in origin, never 
became integrated into the Amer- 
ican culture. 


Changes producing centraliza- 
tion in government and empha- 
sis on personal security instead 
of competition created an in- 
creasing need for the individual 
to express himself in his surround- 
ings and possessions. Strong dis- 
taste for personal regimentation, 
prompted a turning to “unregi- 
mented” nature. 


| 





Ws currents have always existed in American life. One has been based 
on native values; the other on imported ones. The form of the truly 
American house was based on a philosophy of design that used the prin- 
ciples of construction that underlie all natural objects: that use determines 
form. These houses also emphasized natural colors and materials, as well 
as a natural life. This type of design was increasingly important until 1918. 
After World War I, it received a set-back from imitative historic styles and 


the introduction of modern European design. Since 1945, a new American

Materials 


Natural materials were allowed 
to look natural. Synthetic and 
modern materials, like glass, 
were not used to imitate other 
things. Design emphasis was on 
materials which grow old grace- 
fully. This was the time of

In a capitalistic society, designers are really servants of the people, for, 
if their designs don’t sell, they lose their clients who are the manufacturers. 
So their success is based on a two-fold ability. They must estimate accurately 
what the people want, or are going to want. Then they must be able to create 
the solution for that want. Months before they can put pencil to paper they 
have to be sniffing out the truth about people’s attitudes and values. They 
have to be keenly sensitive to what people “set store by” or “can’t abide.” 
They have to be keen to pick up the scent—long before it has crystallized— 
that their public is experiencing a change of attitude about what’s worth 
buying and worth bothering to maintain and keep up. 

One of America’s designers who has been most alert and sensitive to 
people’s dissatisfaction with the performance of existing solutions in furni- 
ture is Edward Wormley. Year after year, he pioneers important improve- 
ments in performance. Always these solutions have a good-looking, suave, 
polished appearance—with the understatement that is the earmark of style 
in our decade, and with none of the faddish trickiness which often goes with 
the cult of functionalism. The new group for the Dunbar Furniture Company, 
shown here, is his most realistic and, we believe, his most brilliant collection.

AN mid war and rumors of war the unwelcome possibility of 
another constructien stop-order is bound to disturb 1951 home building 
plans. How close is this possibility? At the present time, it is not 
imminent. 

Unless military action and military preparations should be expanded 
far beyond anything now in view, 195] should be a good building year. 
Actual absorption of materials used in building supplies and equip- 
ment by the government will not be so greatly in excess of what it was 
in 1950 as to call for any rigorous curtailment of civilian building. 
It is even possible that some building materials may be easier to obtain 
during 1951 than they have been during the latter half of 1950. 

What made materials scarce during this summer and fall was: 
(1) an unprecedented volume of construction, which created demands 
much larger than the supply industries had planned for; and (2) a 
step-up of buying either to protect outstanding commitments or simply 
to speculate on the crisis as a result of the sudden involvement in 
Korea. The consequent pressure on the supply of materials created 
a danger of price inflation that was really more serious than the pos- 
sible danger of a lack of materials for war purposes. 

To meet the situation the government wisely tightened up on the 
very easy terms at which (because ef its guarantees of veterans’ loans 
and FHA mortgage insurance) loans could be made for buying and 
building houses. Previous to that, Congress had ended the lush terms 
upon which loans were being made for apartment buildings. These 
moves will take a good many buyers of materials out of the market. 
In so doing, it should bring the inflationary problem under better 
control. Costs, however, will remain high. 

It may well be that what has been done is all that is necessary for 
some time ahead. Certainly the government has no present plans 
either for curtailing building by more direct means or of exercising 
detailed control over what may or may not be built. On the contrary, 
a continued volume of building—on a somewhat lowered plane from 
the 1950 sky-ride—is very much desired, not only as a means of main- 
taining prosperity but as a way of avoiding another huge war housing

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A Quickie Course in Climate Control

Here’s a fast-reading summary of the twelve main ' 


devices that we can employ to improve the “‘aver- 


age’ climate which most of us have to tolerate 


C limate Control boils down, really, to just a few tricks of 
design. To understand each of these devices completely— 
all its angles, its reasons, all its possibilities—would take you 
months of study. But you can get the general idea in a flash. To 
use these tricks in the design of a house takes all the brains, 
imagination, and experience of a good architect. But once the 
house stands there, you can see in a flash whether or not it has 
“Climate Control.” If you want to buy, build, or rent a house, 
you should know the main tricks of Climate Control. 

“But wait,” you say. “It all depends on the local climate. You 
wouldn’t want the same kind of house in Maine and in Florida.” 
That’s true. There are places in the U. S. that have no real 
problem of summer heat; places that have no real winter. In 
some parts, summer heat is dry, in others, humid. Seashore 
winds are different from winds more inland, and so on. All 
this makes big, important differences. You get a different house 
for every climate. But the different house still uses the same 
Climate Control tricks—it merely uses some of them more, 
some of them less. Anyway, let’s not be so ambitious. Let’s for- 
get about the very cool parts of the country, the almost-tropical 
ones, and also the ones where the weather is always just right, 
like certain places in California. Let’s forget also the special 
locations right on the seashore. Let’s think of the big, broad 
belt where so large a part of our people live—-a region that 
stretches from Kansas City to New York, from Minneapolis 
maybe to Memphis, and includes Detroit and Chicago, Indian- 
apolis and St. Louis, Pittsburgh and Columbus, Cleveland, 
Cincinnati. Let’s try to control the Average Climate—quite 
cold in winter, much too hot in summer. And let’s not try 
for perfection. Let’s be content to do nothing very wrong, and 
to do the main things approximately right. 

Start at scratch. Imagine somebody gave you a huge wooden 
crate and said, “Here, live in this.” This sounds far-fetched, 
but it is the quickest way to understand Climate Control. A 
house is, after all, a sort of box with you inside and the 
weather outside. Ask yourself, “How do I make that box of 
mine fit to live in?” 

1. A trick with real estate. You have to find a good place 
to put it. In absolutely flat country, any place would be as 
good as any other. But really flat country is rare. In rolling 


country, stay out of the valley bottoms. It is apt to be damp

there, hot on summer days, foggy 

in the mornings, cold on winter 
nights. (It is also cool there on 
summer nights, and in some 
places, this makes valley bottom 
locations desirable. But in our aver- 
age climate, no.) You are better off a 
little way up the slope. 

Don't pick a north slope. It’s too cold in 
winter, because the sun can’t get at it enough. Yet, in sum- 
mer, it’s just as hot as any other place. In summer, a north 
slope may actually get more summer sunshine than a south 
slope does. A north slope exaggerates the seasons, makes the 
winter colder and the summer warmer. Pick a south slope. It 
evens out the seasons. It is warm on a sunny winter day; 
it has an earlier spring, a longer fall; and in summer, it isn’t 
necessarily any hotter than any other location, 

If you can’t have a south slope, pick an east slope rather 
than a west slope. An east slope gets morning sun, and that 
is welcome most of the year, and does not do much harm even 
in July and August. It is cooler on summer evenings. A west 
slope gets less morning sun, but it gets a lot of hot afternoon 
and evening sun in summer, and that is the hottest kind of 
summer sun. 

A southeast slope is the best of all. 

2. A trick with trees. Build a windbreak against the north- 
west—trees or a hedge. Or place your living-box so that the 
brow of a hill keeps the north wind off it. Here is why: 
In the Average Climate we’re talking about, 

the warm ‘or hot weather comes with 
southwest winds. Cool or cold 
weather comes with northwest 
winds. Now then: You want 

to let the southerly winds 
get at your house in 
summer. They will help 

you keep cool. In win- 

ter they don’t do any 
harm, because when they 
blow, the weather isn’t very 


8 cold. You want to keep the cold 













northerly winds off your house. In summer, you don’t need 
them for comfort, because when they blow, the weather is dry 
and cool and you are comfortable without a lot of breeze. 
But in winter, you don’t want them. When a cold wind blows, 
a house that is exposed uses twice as much fuel as a house 
that’s sheltered. 
3. A trick with your roof. Next comes a trick with 
your roof, It goes without saying that your 


roof must take care of rain and snow. 






This Climate Control trick is something 
else: wide eaves on the south side. 
Your roof must stick out over the 
Le ae south side of the house the way the 
: brim of a man’s hat sticks out and 
shades his face. Here is the Climate 
Control effect: In summer, when the sun 
= goes high through the sky, the overhang 
shades your entire south wall, including also 
your big south windows. It gives you shade at the time of the 
year when you want shade. In winter, when the sun moves low 
through the sky, the sunshine comes right in underneath the 
overhang and shines through your big south windows deep into 
your house. You get sun-heat at the time of year when you 
want heat. Simple, but notice that an overhang works only 
on the south side of the house. On the other sides, you want 
overhangs—but for different reasons: so the rain won't blow 
in an open window so easily, and to protect the wall from 
weathering. But real Climate Control on those sides is by 
other tricks, of which the most important is:

western sun of the long summer 
afternoons and evenings really blasts away and hits the house 
squarely on the west wall. It delivers much more heat against 
the walls than the high noon sun does. And it delivers this 
heat at a time when the air and the house are already warm. 
That’s why, in our summer-hot climate, west windows should 
be small. But even with small windows, or none at all, the hot 
sun still shines on the wall itself. The heat gets into the material 
and finally seeps into the house. 

You need shade on your west wall, but you cannot get it 
the way you’ did on your south wall—by a roof overhang. The 
afternoon sun is so low that it shines in right underneath 
the overhang. The Climate Control trick on the west side 
is not something horizontal, but something upright—not a 
shade roof, but a shade wall. This shade wall could be a 
couple of trees or a hedge. It could be a trellis with 
vines. Or, it could be your garage. A garage west of the 
house, with a “breezeway” connecting it to the house is 


excellent Climate Control. (Continued on next page)

When winter sun shines deep into a room, you need no furnace heat. 
That is why you can afford big windows even in cold climates. But 
windows must face south. Furnace heat must come on quickly when 


sun goes behind a cloud, must go off quickly when sun comes out.

5. A trick with windows. Next, cut yourself 
some windows, but with discretion. A 
north window is bad. In summer, it 
gets several hours of sunshine every 
morning and evening. And all day 
long, even in cloudy summer 
c weather, it gets a lot of sky glare— 
5 indirect sun-heat that is bounced 
down from cloud and haze in the sky. 

So it helps heat up the house in summer. 

But in winter, the north window never gets any 
sun; and there is very little sky glare. So it chills your house 
in winter, because glass is a poor insulator. 

A south window is good. You can really let yourself go on 
south windows. Winter sunshine, hitting a south window, has 
a terrific heating power, because the winter sun is low and 
shines deep into the room. With a big enough south window, 
you need no furnace heat at all—while the sun shines, of course. 
While the sun does not shine in winter, your south window 
also chills you, just as a north window does. But you can 
cut down this heat loss by drawing a heavy drapery across 
it at night. Counting the sunny and the cloudy hours, the 


days and the nights together, a south window picks up more 





heat than it loses—providing it’s curtained at night, of course. 
Then it can save fuel. 

in summer a south window gets direct sunshine during the 
midday hours, and this, of course, has a heating effect. But 
the effect is less than you'd think. The sun is too high in 
the sky, so it can’t shine deeply into the house. Besides, you 
can keep it out altogether by using an overhanging roof, 
as discussed in trick No. 3. 

A west window is the worst window. It is very bad in 
summer and no particular good in winter. The summer sun 
spends many hours low in the western sky and shines deep 
into the house. The west window lets terrific amounts of heat 
come into the house—this at a time of day when the house 


is hot anyway. In winter, when you would like some heat, 


the west window can’t deliver. By the time the sun gets far 








enough around into the west to shine in, there’s no heat 
left in it. 

An east window is a little better. In summer, it gets morn- 
ing sun. This is not so bad because a house is fairly cool 
in the morning. You may not particularly want sun, but at 
least you can stand it. In winter, an east window doesn’t 
pick up much sun-heat and, of course, like all glass surfaces, 
it loses a lot of heat in cold weather. The only window that 
does real business in winter is a south window. The only 
really good window for controlling climate is a south 
window. 

The Climate Control rules for windows are: (1) The colder 
the winter, the more you must concentrate all your window 
area, as far as possible, on the south side. With double glass, 
you can afford to have as much south window as you like, 
anywhere in our Average Climate belt. (2) The hotter the 
summer, the smaller must your west win- 

dows be. 
6. A trick with color. To keep your 
living-box cool in summer, paint 
the top side white. The sun bears 
ee down on it all day long. And it 
is well-known that a white thing 
stays much cooler when the sun 


shines on it than a dark thing does.

A good place to put your house 
These Swiss houses stand on a south-sloping hillside. It’s warmer 
there in winter, fall, and spring than it would be in the valley 
flats below. Note how mountain and woods shield site from 


cold northerly winds. South slope need not be hotter in summer. 


Summer heat comes from the sky 
Much summer discomfort is caused by heating-up of walls and ceil- 
ings of the house as sun shines on it. Heated walls and ceilings 
then heat you by “radiant heat.” A white roof or a shiny metal 


one (left) reflects the sun. Roof stays cooler; you stay cooler. 





The underground is comfortable 
A few feet below the ground surface the earth stays at practically 
the same temperature the year round. A room half-sunken into the 


earth is warm in winter and, especially, cool in summer. This 


shows that such an underground room need not be cellar-like. 





The same applies to the walls, especially to the west wall. 
Almost as good a “color” as white is the shiny metallic sur- 
face of aluminum. Such a surface rejects practically all of 
the sun rays that hit it. A shiny metal roof or metal wall 
may not be your idea of pretty, but it sure is cool. 

White or “silver” keeps you cool because it keeps the sun- 
heat out of the material of the roof and the walls, And the 
cooler your walls and roof, the cooler you feel. Summer dis- 
comfort in a house does not come from the hot summer air. 
It comes from the “radiant heat” your walls and ceiling send 
out when the sun-heat has warmed them up. Even if the inside 
surfaces of a room are only mildly warm, their radiant heat- 

ing effect on you is terrific. 

You say, “But if my roof is white, then I also lose the 
warming effect of sunshine in winter.” Not so. The exact 
reasons would make a long, tedious explanation. But briefly, 
the only effective way to catch sun-heat in winter is a big 
south window. Roof and wall colors don’t matter much 

"in winter. 

7. A trick with earth. Next comes a trick 
| about the underground. Don’t say 
“cellar” because right away it sounds 

dank, dirty, and dark. Think of 


it this way. A few feet below the

mer and warm in winter. It is 
almost the same temperature the 
year round and that seems warm 
in winter and cool in summer.

A good defense against summer heat 
Biggest single source of summer discomfort is the low, hot summer 
afternoon sun, shining against the west wall of the house. Here, 
a louvered wall keeps this sun off. yet lets the air circulate.

winter, the house gets little west sun anyway, so wall does no harm. 


example, the concrete slab with heating pipes in it. But an 
underground space is still worth having because it is so 
cool in summer. You can live there in summer. It sounds un- 
attractive, but it needn’t be, especially if a house is built 
on a hillside so that a room can be underground at one end 
and yet have windows and a view on the other. It makes a 
fine retreat during a heat wave. 

8. A trick with air. Next, think 
about the flow of air inside the 
house—the whole business of ven- 
tilation and drafts. Everybody 
knows that cross-ventilation helps 
keep you cool in summer—two 
windows on opposite sides of the 
room, so the breeze can blow 
through. Trouble is, the breeze often 
dies down as the sun goes down. Yet . 

a house usually is hottest in the late 

afternoon and it holds the heat for many hours. So you sit all 
evening in a house that’s hot, while the outside world is nice 
and cool. You need a trick that will get this outside coolness in. 
without help of a breeze. Here it is, and it’s most useful: 

Warm air is lighter than cold air and wants to rise. 
Give your room not merely two windows, but two windows 
at different levels: one way up high just under the ceiling, the 
other down low. Now, if the room is warm and the outside air is 
cool, the warm air flows out the high window, cool air comes 
in by the low window, even if there is no breeze at all. 

You can carry this idea one step further. Make your whole 
house a sort of chimney in which warm air can rise and get 
out on top—up the staircase into the attic. up from the attic, 
through big holes located high in the roof, out into the open. 
Put big grilled openings into your ceiling, to let warm air

he whole idea of a sunpocket is to create a place that the sun heats 

10° to 40° hotter than any other part of the yard during spring and 
fall. Most people don’t use their sunpockets in summer or winter, but plants 
can’t pick up and move. So you have a new problem in gardening—how 
to keep plants alive during extremes of heat and cold. 

Ideally, they should look presentable through all 12 months, since sun- 
pockets usually are close to the house and visible from indoors. At least, 
they must survive both Sahara-like summer conditions and sudden chills of 
winter that cool them so rapidly, once the sun leaves them for the day. 
In any event, the plants must be quick to revive for a well-groomed look in 
fall and spring. Pick plants for shape and foliage. Consider bloom a plus, 


not a must. Check list opposite, prepared by our regional consultants. 
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These sunpocket plants survive 


extremes of heat and cold in your climate 


Zonel. Extra water during droughts and 
generous use of plant food make the 
following plants reliably climate-hardy in 
this zone:

electing a vacation spot is in some ways very much 

like choosing a husband or a wife. You start out 
with a few definite qualifications in mind and end up by 
letting your heart make the decision. 

The last time we were confronted by this dilemma— 
taking a vacation, not getting married—our list of re- 
quirements was short and to the point. 

Like most winter vacationists, we were in the market 
for a country that featured (1) good climate (2) pleasant 
scenery and people (3) culture, information, and enter- 
tainment (4) good return on our travel dollar. 

We mentioned these requisites to a few local travel 
agents who quickly suggested Florida or California. Since 
there are almost as many autos in California as there 
are bookies in Florida, we vetoed those two bountiful 
states in favor of a more foreign location. 

After considerable reading, research and consultation 
with our bank balance, we decided upon Peru in South 
America. A happier choice for a vacation no one has éver 
made, not even Mr. Fitzpatrick of the Travel Talks. 

When we mentioned to several of our friends where we 
planned to spend our winter holiday, they smiled wanlv 
and said, “Oh, yes, that’s the country conquered by the 
Spaniard, Sam Pizarro.” 

They tried to carry it off gamely with aplomb and 
erace, but we could detect in their demeanor the feeling 
that they thought us slightly cracked. 

Ever since Life magazine some years ago ran the story 
of a five-year-old Peruvian girl who had given birth to 
a baby, people have been convinced that Peru is very 
much unlike Grosse Point, Michigan; that it is, in fact, 
a kind of wild, quake-wracked, jungle-infested territory 


which is reached only after the most arduous of safaris.

Actually, life in Peru is on the whole a good deal 
calmer, fuller, cheaper, and easier, than anything in the 
United States; and the country itself can be reached with 
ridiculous ease, which is one of the fundamental reasons 
why we chose it. 

We ankled onto a DC-6 run by Braniff International! 
Airways out of Houston, Texas, at noon one day and 
by 5:00 4. M. the next morning, a little over 15 hours, 
there we were in Lima. For $10 extra, Braniff makes up 
a sleeper for you all the way from Havana to Peru. 
The route is Houston-Havana-Panama-Ecuador-Peru, and, 
if this isn’t the greatest airline buy since the Wright 
Brothers purchased the flying concession at Kitty Hawk, 
then we will eat Mr. Braniff bone by bone. 

Anyway, for the experienced winter traveler who’s had 
his fill of the domestic January resorts and would prefer a 
less brass, less expensive vacational tone, Peru is a must. 

In Chamber of Commerce terms, it has everything, 
and in exactly the right proportion. 

Take climate, for example, which is the basic ingredient 
of any vacation. Peru has three of these, because there 
are really three Perus. Take a rectangle, trisect it length- 
wise, and that’s Peru. 

One section is called the montana. This for the tourist 
is the worst, and we mention it only because we want to 
be thorough. It consists of the Amazon River basin, the 
slopes of the Andes, steaming jungles, and half-naked 
Indians.

It was gutted by fire and only the 
fieldstone walls were left standing. The archi- 
tect replaced the intersecting gables with a 
single-slope roof. Basically, the plan was un- 
altered. The right exposures—to south and 
east, the first floor snuggled into the hill, the 
few windows to the west—all these made good 
sense when the house was built, and make 


good sense today. Here old blends with new.

An old American custom—summer meals un- 
der a grape arbor—has always had one haz- 
ard: bees and wasps attracted by the ripening 
fruit.

At home aboard 


If that cruise just ahead will 
be your first, and you will mount 
the gangplank not knowing fore 
from aft, here are some standard 
procedures which will help you 
feel immediately at home and free 
to relax and enjoy yourself: 


For dining room table assign- 
ments, see the Head Steward 
immediately. There are usually two 
sittings. The second generally con- 
sidered a little fancier than the 
first, if you can wait that long to 
eat. Take the schedule of meal 
serving hours seriously; it means 
what it says. If you’re late, you may 
go hungry. Between-meal snacks 
on deck are just a plus on the ship. 


Deck chairs, rugs, and such nice- 
ties are optional, usually at a nom- 
inal charge. To reserve yours, see 
the Deck Steward. 


Valuables. Don’t leave them in 
your cabin and worry. The Purser, 
who is cashier, ticket-taker, and 
general custodian of financial af- 
fairs aboard ship, has facilities for 
locking them up, either free or for 
a small charge. 


Money. Come prepared, either with 
cash or traveler’s checks. Few ships 
will cash personal checks, for obvi- 


ous reasons. 


Excess baggage. Clear your cabin 
by having it stowed in the ship’s 


baggage room. 


Wear what you like on deck. But 
be prepared to enter the dining 
room respectably covered. Most 
ships demand it. And do bring 
evening clothes. Even on the most 
folksy ship, you'll enjoy dressing 
up for such galas as the Captain’s 
dinner. On some cruises, while 
daytime clothes are acceptable at 
the first sitting, dress is de rigueur 


at the second. 


Sunburn. Be discreet. If you insist 
on getting it, the ship is under- 
standably inclined to feel neither 


responsible nor sympathetic. 


Tipping. It’s usually done just 
once, at the end of the voyage, 


and includes not only those who 


have served you regularly, like 
your cabin, deck, and dining-room 
steward, but those who have given 
you incidental service like bar! 
stewards, elevator operators, page 
boys. As to the amount, just keep 
your ears open. As the ship nears | 
home port, it’s a major subject of | 
conversation. You will still have | 
to play the whole tipping opera- 
tion pretty much by ear, anyway, | 
since the authority has yet to be} 
found who is daring enough to 
make a definite pronouncement on 
the exact sum a pour-boire should | 
be. It all depends, they say un-| 
helpfully, so suit yourself. 


To market 


Ask any Mexican market-day 
enthusiast which is his favorite. If | 
he doesn’t quickly answer “Oax- 
aca,” with a gleam in his eye, it is 
only because this gem among Mexi- | 
can market towns has hitherto been 
somewhat off the standard tourist | 
circuit. (Oaxaca, by the way, is 
pronounced Wa-ha-ka.) Actually, 
Oaxaca is only 340 miles southeast | 
of Mexico City, about ten hours | 
driving time, and recommended, if | 
only for its good hotels, as a first | 
night’s stopover on any trip down 
the newly opened final span of the 
Pan American highway to the 
Guatemalan border. 

It is also only 90 minutes from 
Mexico City by air and overnight 
by train. And it is a choice city 
in several ways. It is high in a 
valley so cool you are advised to 
wear light woolens from November 
through February. It is rich in 
baroque Spanish Colonial archi- 
tecture, and has its very own su- 
perb archaeological ruins near by. 
But if you like markets, its market 
is what you'll remember best about 
Oaxaca. 

Although Saturday is full-dress 
market day, every day finds the 
crowded sidewalks spread with gay 
wares: the famous wool serapes 
made by the Mixtec and Zapotec 
Indians, delicate filigree earrings, 
hand-woven rebosas and fiber mats, 
and pottery, ollas and tableware 
usually with the characteristic 
black Oaxaca finish, enchanting 
animals, sometimes flower contain- 
ers, sometimes piggy banks—and 
sometimes just animals. 

Even if you don’t buy, the Oaxa- 
ca market is something to see, 
and smell, and yes, even to taste. 
For when you get hungry, you'll 
find that Oaxaca’s tamales are extra 
delicious because they’re wrapped 
in banana leaves. The tacos are

Jiron Ica, is one of several Lima 
stores that specializes in native 
pelts.

You are not going to fly or sail 
3.000 miles to Peru merely because 
the country is jammed with bar- 
gains, not unless youre a buyer 
for Macy’s. Gimbel’s, or Marshall 
Field’s. We realize that. You will, 
however. consider it as a possible 
vacation spot if the country’s way 
of life appeals to you. A basic part 
of that way involves food. 


TS BEGIN with, the water in 
Peru is untrustworthy. This is 
true of the water in most Latin- 
American countries, and one is 
much safer drinking bottled water 
con or sin gas (with or without 
carbonation). Once you get accus- 
tomed to ordering bottled water 
with every meal you're set. 

Let’s say, for example, that like 
most tourists you’ve spent a morn- 
ing in downtown Lima shopping. 
Since the stores close down at 
12:30, you’ve got to stop. At this 
point, a good meal is in order. 

The best Peruvian dishes in town 
are served in the dining room of 
the Gran Hotel Maury on Jiron 
Carabaya.

You can taxi out to 
the Country Club of Lima—they’re 
extremely courteous about provid- 
ing guest privileges—and you can 
swim, play tennis or golf, or just 
foll about. Or you can drive down 
to the beach and go surf bathing. 
Or better yet, you can just return 
to your room in the hotel or pen- 
sion and go to sleep.

From time to time, Lima suffers 
from earthquake tremors but no 
more so than Southern California. 
In the mountains, however, the 
earthquakes are pretty severe. 
There is, of course, much more 
to Peru than Lima, just as there 
is more to France than Paris. 
Twenty miles south of the city, for 
example, lies Pachacamac, believed 
to be one of the sacred towns of 
the pre-Inca state, and less than 
15 miles in the opposite direction 
stand the ruins of Cajamarquilla, 
an ancient city built of adobe. 
The age-old graves are so shallow 
in both of these sites that con- 
temporary tourists occasionally un- 
earth a bit of pottery or bone 
dating from the Ninth Century. 


Arequipa 


Arequipa with 90,000 inhabit- 
ants, is the second largest city of 
Peru. It’s situated at an altitude 
of 7,500 feet in the valley of the 
Rio Chil and is surrounded by 
three spectacular mountains, El 
Misti, a volcano, 19,162 feet high:

Travel preparations 


If you're going to South America, 
the first thing you need is a pass- 
port. The primary requisite for a 
U.S. passport is a birth certificate, 
two passport photographs, and a 
$9 money order payable to the 
Secretary of State, Washington, 
ID), Gs 

It will take you anywhere from 
two weeks to a month to obtain 
your passport. Once you get it, 
you must apply for a visa at the 
Peruvian Consulate. There is one 
in New York. Los Angeles, and 
several other large cities. Your 
travel agent or the Braniff Airlines 
can get you a visa pretty quickly. 

In order to get the visa. you need 
a vaccination certificate from your 
physician and a letter stating that 
you are in good physical and 
mental health. It is also wise to 
be immunized by your physician 
for typhoid, cholera. and yellow 
fever. The U. S. Public Health 
service will immunize you against 
yellow fever and also supply you 
with an International Health Card 
listing the dates of all your in- 
oculations. 

Also, get a _ letter 
local police chief stating that you 
have no criminal record and a 
letter from your bank explaining 
that you have sufficient financial 
means to prevent your becoming a 
public charge.

The present popularity of nature 
decoration and architecture is 
eeper than the use of nature 
olors and natural materials.

1emselyes as decoration. The first 
vidence of this was a sudden em- 
shasis on big, bold house plants, 
sed almost architecturally. When 
laster, chrome, glass, white walls 
nd abstract decoration became the 
shion in the 1930s, the majority 
f people craved something to re- 
veve the effect. Where it would 
‘ave been unthinkable to introduce 
| floral print, it was allowable to 
ring in a tree. But since not every- 
‘me has the green thumb, people 
oon thought of something else. 
till-life arrangements of stones, 
ark, roots, and branches were 
ubstituted for plants. Like plants, 
hese too brought the richness and 
lariety of natural form and texture 
nto the room. So was started a 
ew fashion—to use bold, dramatic, 
‘ature forms against simple, mod- 
rn backgrounds. Each brings out 
ne best in the other and each gains 
y being seen with the other. 

| Along with the insistence on na- 
ire materials, there is another 
emand which bears signs of the 
ame popular origin. It is our grow- 
aug preference for the house in 
which natural behavior is possible 


—that is, a house which permits us 
to live in harmony with -our real 
natures, our real needs and desires. 
For most people, this means infor- 
mality, comfort, lack of pretense, 
outdoor living and the enjoyment 
of natural beauty. 

There are several reasons for 
the development of our American 
attitude toward nature which plays 
such an important part in our pres- 
ent tastes. The first is due to the 
American physical environment for 
the last 300 years. In the new con- 
tinent men came into contact with 
a nature which did not bear the 
imprint of man, as did nature in 
Europe. Examples of art, such as 
painting, sculpture and architec- 
ture hardly existed, so people got 
their ideas of beauty from nature 
itself. The very virginal character 
of our geography helped shape our 
attitudes. 

The second reason comes from 
our social and political inheritance. 
Even such things as our likes and 
dislikes in decoration, our ideals of 
behavior, are the result of Rous- 
seau’s philosophical attitude toward 
the natural world which flourished 
about 200 years ago, 
during the formative years of our

young republic, was very much in 
vogue. Rousseau idealized the nat- 
ural man, whose courage. honor, 
and independence were the result 
of his inherent qualities, not of his 
position in society. We still hold to 
this idea of the “natural gentle- 
man.”

The Man Behind the Hoe 


TIMELY SUGGESTIONS 


North: Spring-planted chard is still good, im fact it’s at its best 
in cool weather. 

Protect the exposed upper part of beet and carrot roots by 
pulling soil to them with a rake or hoe. Dig and store only 
when continuous sub-freezing temperatures are predicted. 


Middle South and Pacifie Coast: You'll seldom go wrong with 
another seeding of spinach or turnips in mid-November. 

Plant rye grass now over your Bermuda grass lawn. Fertilize 
before seeding to insure rapid growth and a good winter lawn. 


Lower South: Plant onion seed. Use an adapted southern va- 
riety such as Grano or Bermuda. If you prefer not to seed 
directly in the garden you can start in flats and transplant later. 

Squirrels love pecans. If you have many of these animals 
around your place you'd better pick up your pecans frequently. 


Tropics including Southern Florida: In frost-free areas Acorn 
or Table Queen squash grow well in winter. They give variety 
to late winter meals. 

Spray your newly set tomato plants to control leaf-blight if 
you have damp weather. 


Parsnips with roast pork. We are very fond of parsnips 
cooked with roast pork. Peel, slice lengthwise and place in the 
roaster an hour or so before the meat is done. By late Novem- 
ber parsnips should have had enough cold to develop their 
sweetness. If in doubt, store for a week in the hydrator of your 
refrigerator before using.

bage resort to acrobatics prompted 
me to make some tests of various 
methods. Now I’m convinced that 
the upside down cabbage is the 
victim of an ancient garden super- 
stition. For longest storage cab- 
bage needs: (a) Cool atmosphere, 
the cooler (down to the freezing 
point) the better. (b) Roots in a 
moist medium, soil or peat. The 
roots will continue to send mois- 
ture to the leaves and the head 
will remain in good condition. 


Two good storage methods: 1. 
Pull the whole plant when there 
is danger of severe freezing. Reset 
plants close together in a shallow 
trench with heads about level with 
the ground. Leave exposed in mild 
weather, cover with leaves or straw 
when severe freezing is predicted. 
2. Pull whole plants. Place in 
crates or boxes with roots down 
and covered with a little moist 
peat or soil. Leave outdoors in a 
shaded place during mild weather. 
Give leaf or straw protection when 
it gets colder, then move to the 
root cellar when continued  sub- 


freezing weather is predicted. 
Keep roots moist by occasional 
watering. This method is my 


choice for the North. 
Incidentally, these same storage 
methods are good for celery. 


Greenhouse tomatoes. Can I raise 
tomatoes in my home greenhouse? 
Dozens of people asked me that 
question when I was on the Hor- 
ticulture staff at Michigan State 
College. The answer is yes if you 
adapt your planting schedule to 
the temperature at which you carry 
your greenhouse. 


For a cool house: Plant seeds 
about the first of the year. Pot the 
seedlings. When the plants are 


quite husky set in a ground bed 
or bench. Rate of growth will de- 
pend on temperature, but 
should have ripe fruit two months 
ahead of an outdoor crop.

HE holiday season wouldn’t be 

complete without plum pudding. 
(Perennially, we wonder why this 
delicious dessert is forced, by tra- 
dition or whatever, to hibernate 
the rest of the year.) But, as 
you perhaps surmise, I place the 
subject on the aggenda because I 
want to propose a very special 
candidate. 

It’s a product of Guernsey 
House, whose fine Rum Bites and 
fruit cakes you may know. The 
rich, deliciously flavored pudding 
is bountifully fortified with fine- 
quality suet, an important asset to 
any plum pudding. The old Eng- 
lish recipe from which it’s made 
has been a proud possession of the 
maker’s family for generations. 
Starting with a superior recipe is, 
of course, all important, as is the 
skill with which it’s carried 
through. But, in addition, the 
fastidious attention Guernsey House 


gives to the quality of each in- 


gredient and to every detail that 
contributes to the pudding’s home- 
made flavor and all-round perfec- 
tion matters greatly, too. For in- 
stance, making it in very small 
batches and hand-picking the rais- 
ins, if you please.

The extra cost of the boned ham 
is more than worth while in my 
estimation, especially for a buffet 
party. It’s far easier to cope with, 
and there’s almost no waste in the 
slicing.

Last Christmas, lucky me, I found 
under the Christmas tree a basket 
of the most luscious grapefruit I’ve 
ever eaten—all juice, meat almost 
as dark as rubies, and sweet enough 
to eat without sugar. Grapefruit 
of such special excellence should 
be talked about, said I to myself, 
and promptly took steps to get all 
the necessary details. 

They hail from the Rio Grande 
Valley in Texas, an irrigated oasis 
where they say a shoestring would 
grow if you planted it. There’s 
quite a history about how a grower 
from that area bought some pink- 
grapefruit trees in Florida, one of 
which yielded a red-meat grape- 
fruit. It took quite some doing to 
discover which tree limb produced 
it, but eventually he ran the matter 
down, did some grafting. and now 
all who will can partake of the 
luscious meat of these ruby-blush 
grapetfruits. They’re little known 
beyond the borders of Texas, but 
I hope that will soon be rectified. 
They're too good to keep within 
such close bounds. 

They’re not supersize, but it 
seems they keep them average-size 
deliberately so the skin of the fruit 
wont get thick. The big story 
about them is their delicious flavor, 
natural sweetness, and the impor- 
tant fact that every grapefruit in 
every shipment is ruby-blush. Not 
a white or pink among them. 

The grapefruit costs $7.50 for 
a case of 24, including express 
charges. They're also available 
gift-packed in a lovely Mexican 
basket, containing approximately 
20 grapefruit, and festively decked 
with Christmas decorations for 
$9.25, (no c.o.d.’s).

QO, the merry subject of Christmas, we flatly refuse to be deep-think- 
ing and soc.ological. But it’s fun to see how, even in our observance oi 
so traditional a holiday, we extemporize, experiment, and defy the con- 
ventions with thoroughly American gusto, while such national traits 
as practicality, inventiveness, and a flair for simplicity reveal them- 
selves in our most light-minded trappings. 

If we couldn’t invent the age-old custom of making Chrisimas a season 
of kaleidoscopic color and beautiful nonsense, we have certainly de- 
vised a whole new approach to the coloration and materials of which 
our Christmas is made. We have even invented new objects—like de- 
mountable, small-scale trees for people who live in c!ose quarters, and 
gadgets for displaying Christmas cards—practical products, really, be- 
cause urgent American needs dictated them. And we have. as if by 
second nature, given new interpretations to old traditions. 

Characteristically, we tend to blow up the size of things, to stress 
large-scale effectiveness rather than perfect and intricate smal!ness— 
proof that we've been visually conditioned by our own American display 
artists, a uniquely skilled coterie of designers whose shop windows and 
interiors are carefully calculated to intrigue the eye in a flash. 


Most significantly, we turn out this glamour in almost endless variety, 





so that there is always something to please everyone—a pleasant phe- 
nomenon of abundance, possible only with a restless people who can- 
not bear to be regimented, and who thrive on obsolescence.

The 16mm sound motion picture projector ranges 
in price from $150 to $2,250. Approximately $400 
will buy an excellent machine. A recent survey of 
35 Los Angeles families who own 16mm sound pro- 
jectors reveals that their average cost per projector 
was $310. These projectors show both sound and 
silent films. 

The eight most widely used 16mm sound projectors 


are Bell & Howell, RCA, Eastman Kodak, Ampro,

One of the basic advantages of the 16mm pro- 
jector is its portability. It consists of a projector, am- 
plifier, and speaker. In some instances, all three parts 
come in one case. Typical dimensions of such a case 
are 16 inches long, 16 inches wide, 12 inches deep. 
This means that a sound projector presents no stor- 
age problem. You can keep it in any closet, shove 
it under any bed, load it in any car. Unlike the fixed 
projection set-up in your local motion picture  the- 
aters, a 16mm showing can be held in any club, office, 
community house, church, or even at any country 
crossroads under the stars. 

The projector is relatively easy to operate and take 
care of. It calls for no special technical ability or

@ Improve hearing in a hollow-sounding 
room by adding fabrics, carpet, or com- 
mercial acoustical materials that absorb 


excess reverberation. 


@ Plan sound movies as part of a complete 
sound system. Radio, television, record- 
player, movies—all can be hooked up to 


one master amplifier-and-speaker.

Your smallest purchase—to give or to keep 
—can be of museum caliber if you patronize 


our craft artists. You get so much for so little 


ae that has been current for a long time now holds that 
Americans are allergic to art. This becomes very hard to believe 
when you look at the steadily increasing figures on museum at- 
tendance in this country—more than 50,000,000 annually. 

What is true—and what probably gave rise to this misconception— 
is that Americans are allergic to uselessness. Lately, however, we 
have been re-examining both our axioms and our art. And we are 
discovering that a work of art need not be useless at all: that it 
can possess specific utility besides its traditional one of enhancing 
one’s walls and soothing or stimulating one’s spirit. What’s more, 
we have learned that a useful object may be a work of art and still 
need not cost a mint of money. 

We have come to realize that in

Now this theory that useful objects can 
be beautiful is by no means revolutionary. 
Our museums are filled with objects of use 
which were created many centuries ago by 
members of savage as well as of highly 
civilized races, and which we cherish as 
works of art. The life, religion, and cus- 
toms of these people are so far removed 
from our own, however, that we disassociate 
the objects from their original functions. 
We admire them for their physical at- 
tributes, for a sense of vitality which ex- 
udes from them still, forgetting entirely 
that the carved wooden vessel found on 
the African Gold Coast and preserved unde1 
glass at the museum as a work of art, was 
once used for pounding grain, and that the 
delicately wrought metal carving close by 
it was the belt buckle of a horseman gal- 
loping across the Scythian plains in South- 
ern Europe five centuries before Christ. 

Much closer to home is our own legacy 
of American tools, utensils, and furnishings.

It includes those whose work has high 
distinction in the opinion of House 
BeauTiFuL, plus others whose work has 
been cited for excellence by museums 
and art critics. We regret that it does 
not represent all the fine craftsmen in 
the country and that some states are 
omitted entirely.

American Design at the National Gallery of Art, and 
similar sources are eloquent proof that useful objects of 
high artistic value were abundant enough in this country 
up to a hundred years ago. 

But about that date, to borrow Mark van Doren’s de- 
scription, “democracy and machinery got married,” and 
there followed a divorce between art and objects of use. 
As mechanization rolled over the country, art grew more 
and more remote from our daily life. The art which, up 
to then, had entered even the simplest homes in the guise 
of a beautifully proportioned, honestly wrought, saw-buck | 
table or pewter plate, was replaced by monstrosities turned 
out by the machine.

hen you board your plane for Brazil, you start one of the 

most exciting travel adventures on the docket. For Brazil 
and its fabulous capital, Rio de Janeiro, have all the stimulating 
things to see and do that a vacationing American wants. But it 
has something more that makes it especially appealing to HousE 
BEAUTIFUL readers. It has a new brand of architecture that will 
help you improve your living at home. 

For the Brazilians have learned one thing that we North Amer- 
icans have been very slow to grasp: They have discovered the 
trick of how to live comfortably in hot weather, of how to temper 
the fierce sun of a tropical summer. Rio is about as far from 
the equator as Havana, and for a large part of the year the 
sui: beats down with an intensity that has caused architects to 
say. “We've got to do something about that!” So, to out-maneuver 
the sun, they have invented a great variety of sun-shading de- 
vices that keep out the scorching rays but let in the full breeze. 
And they make these sun shades as beautiful as they are 
functional. 

You will find when you get there that Brazilian leadership in 
Climate Control is not an accident. Brazilians are an original 
people. Because they speak Portuguese on a vast continent where 
nearly everyone else speaks Spanish, they have developed a 
strong individuality that makes them different from other South 
Americans. Isolated by their language, they have been closer 
to Europe than to their neighbors. Much of the charm of Rio 
is due to a piquant blending of European and_ indigenous 
Brazilian cultures. 

Brazilians are interesting and original because there is no 
other group like them anywhere. The early settiers were already 
a rich blending of strains from many old Mediterranean stocks. 
In Brazil these strains became further blended with those of 
native Indian stock and later with African Negroes. (Brazilians 
are nearly free of racial prejudice and have intermarried for 
more than a century with Negroes and Indians. As a result, 
some of their leading scientists, artists, and military men have 
had Negro and Indian blood. It is true, however. that some 
of the old families are proud of their undiluted stock which 
they trace back to Portugal.) The people have close cultural 
ties with France as well as Portugal. If you know Paris, you 
will quickly see the influence of French architects on Rio. More 
than 100 years ago, a French architectural mission was invited 


to Brazil and their influence still persists. (Continued! on prge 186)

Let’s say you’ve bought a 16mm 
sound projector, a screen, and 
you've rented some film. What is 
the next procedure and the best 
room layout for good projection? 

First of all, set up your equip- 
ment. Place your projector on a 
stand at one end of the room and 
your screen at the opposite end. 
If you can locate your projector 
in an adjoining closet or room 


and make a wall cut-out for the 
lens, so that for all intents and 
purposes you have a_ separate 
projection booth, that’s perfect. 
But ordinarily, you can do this 
only if you have a sound projector 
in mind when you plan and build 
your house. 
Anyway, you've set up your 
Place the

results, it should face downward 
and toward the 
audience.

You can do little about the 
acoustics of the room unless you’ve 
planned things beforehand. Try, 
however, to minimize reverberation 
with some sound-absorbing mate- 
rial. There are a host of such ma- 
terials, ranging from acoustical 
boards and plaster to heavy fabrics 
for upholstery and draperies. 

It you want your guests to enjoy 
your 16mm showing, then you must 
be careful in seating them. Here 
are some recommendations from 
the Society of Motion Picture En- 
gineers: 

1. The farthest seat from the 
screen should be no more than six 
times the width of the picture. 
Thus, if you're filling a 6-foot 
screen with your picture, no one 
should be sitting more than 36 feet 
away from it. 

2. Never seat any guest closer 
than twice the width of the picture. 


In other words, seats should keep. 


a 12-foot distance from a 6-foot 
sereen., 

3. The spectators’ viewing angle 
should be limited to 30 degrees. 
This means that no row of seats 
sheuld be longer than its distance 
from the screen.

44 |b. grated, sharp Cheddar 
with 14 Ib. butter. Work 1 cup 
flour, eAiined with 1g tsp. cay- 


enne and pinch salt, into cheese 
mixture. Roll dough thin, cut into 
2” circles. Enclose a stuffed date 
in each (or stud with a nut-meat 
and bake flat to serve with wine).

all of them engineered by a Ger- 
man hand, usually that of a politi- 
cal exile who carried with him a 
yen for his homeland’s Christmas. 
Fort Dearborn, Michigan, is said 
to have had a tree in 1804, a Ger- 
man professor at Harvard trimmed 
one for his little boy in 1836, and 
in Williamsburg, Va., they still 
celebrate charmingly the lighting 
of the first Christmas tree ever 
trimmed there about 1840 by the 
German tutor of the St. John 
Tucker children.

This is a nine-day feast 
during which candles are set in 
a nine-arm candlestick, one candle 
lighted each day, until at the end 
of the period the whole row is 
blazing with light. 

But it is certain that the candle 
in the window, lighted on Christ- 
mas Eve and large enough to lasi 
through the twelve nights of Christ- 
mas, is a custom that could have 
come directly to America from Ire- 
land, Austria, or Finland. 

All our Christmas

or set ceremoniously in the window 
for the whole season, actually are 
carrying on the Christian idea of 
lighting the Christ Child on his 
way so that the spirit of Christmas 
may eventually enter our homes. 
It’s a switch, no doubt, from the 
old pagan thinking that the more 
light you have the less chance the 
evil spirits will have to get you. 


Why do we ring bells? 
Christmas bell ringing, which 
doesn’t usually go much farther 
with us than a strap of jingle bells 
on the front door or a brace of 
artificial decorative bells hung in 
a doorway, is another one of those 
traditions that could be tracked 
down to the Romans, then traced 
to the Norsemen. The bell was a 
pretty handy noisemaker to have 
around in case of evil spirits’ clos- 
ing in. Noise had played a big 
part in the old pagan celebrations 
—and definitely plays a tremen- 
dous part in our own New Year’s 
exorcising of last year’s demons— 
so Christmas too was celebrated 
with as much racket as possible. It 
was the English, though, who made 
the bell count. We probably in- 
herit its symbolism from the old 
English “Devil’s Knell.” For one 
hour before midnight on Christmas 
Eve, they would toll the bell to an- 
nounce the death of the devil. Then 
at midnight, great joyous peals 
would signal the birth ef Christ.

On the whole. the food in Rio is 
not noted for its originality. Much 
is a thin version of French recipes 
with a Spanish twist. You can find 
plenty of good things to eat, but 
after you return home you won’t 
be able to remember outstanding 
dishes of the kind you found in 
other South American countries. 
Fish is better than the meat, poul- 
try is fair, pastries are excellent, 
and of course the coffee is unique 
once you get used to having it very 
black and very sweet. Often the 
place where you eat is more in- 
teresting than what you eat.

They are satisfied to have Professor 
John Dewey speak for them, when 
he explains in his book, Art as Ex- 
perience, that it is depth of percep- 
tion and feeling in the making of 
a work that marks the difference 
between what is fine or aesthetic in 
art and what is not. Whether the 
thing made is put to use, as are 
bowls, rugs, garments, weapons, 
he says, is, intrinsically speaking, 
a matter of indifference.

Among the finest of contempo- 
rary craftwork available today, you 
will find ceramics by “fine” artists 
such as painter Henry Varnum 
Poor, who makes all of his own 
pottery from start to finish.

It should go without saying that 
the mere fact that a useful object 
is made by hand does not make it 
fine art. Today, as always, the 
country is overflowing with useless 
trash that is neither well designed 
nor well fabricated, even if it does 
legally rate a “handmade” label. 
Some of this is the work of ama- 
teurs with less talent than they 
think. Some of it comes out of 
“studios” where, too often, inferior 
designs are duplicated by the hun- 
dreds in an assembly-line system 
of hand labor. 

How can you tell the difference 
between this stuff and the fine work 
of the true artist-craftsman? It 
is the trained eye that counts— 


the perception acquired by looking 
at hundreds of examples of the 
finest work as well as hundreds of 
the mediocre. Museums of fine art 
have long offered this opportunity 
to students of painting and sculp- 
ture. They are now beginning to 
offer you similar opportunities for 
studying fine craftwork. Museums 
in Wichita, Colorado Springs, Des 
Moines, and Syracuse, for instance, 
have developed intensive programs 
of crafts sponsorship, although 
there is practically no museum of 
any standing in the country which 
does not show contemporary crafts 
objects from time to time. 

We have emphasized the number 
of painters and sculptors who have 
turned craftsmen as an indication 
of our changed attitudes toward 
the art of creating useful objects. 
But for every well-known artist of 
national reputation engaged in 
crafts, there are thousands of un- 
known workers all up and down 
the country quietly weaving rugs, 
making pottery, molding silver, 
forging iron. They work in big 
cities, in small towns. even in the 
backwoods, making objects of great 
beauty and individuality. They are 
necessarily small producers and 
few turn out enough to achieve 
anything like national distribution. 
But there are great rewards in store 
if you will take the trouble to hunt 
up those in your own back yard. 

Many of them are equipped to 
create special pieces to meet in- 





dividual requirements. They bring 
to the things they make something 
of the flavor of their own part of 
the country, as well as of them- 
selves.

You may find that your living 
runs the gamut from barbecue sup- 
pers in the back yard tos formal 
sitdown dinners, with frequent 
semi-formal luncheons in between.

UT whatever shape and form of 

glass fits your living best, we 
urge you to enjoy glass that is beau- 
tiful and excellently made—two at- 
tributes which usually go hand in 
hand, because skill and ingredients 
that constitute quality in glass 
make it clear, sparkling. resonant, 
and generally handsome. It is good 
to know that, even if yours is an 
active, informal group, the most 
rugged glass nowadays can be a 
lovely thing to look at. So you can 
let your family live day in and day 
out with the lucid gleam and spar- 
kle of fine glass, without having 
to worry about its fragility. On the 
other hand, reflect on the future 
of fragile stemware in such a 
household. You either throw cau- 
tion to the winds and use it profli- 
gately, winding up with hardly any 
or none or a sorry assortment of 
chipped numbers of which you are 
thoroughly ashamed and in con- 
stant jeopardy. Or you put a taboo 
on it and condemn your loved ones 
to life with jelly glasses. except 
for Big Occasions. Like the black 
silk dress. Get the idea? 

The soundest advice we can give 
you is demonstrated on pages 130 
and 131. In other words. plan on 
variety of pattern rather than on 
a variety of kinds of glass. Five 
shapes of glass. which can do 
double and triple duty, insure an 
investment of service without dead- 
heads which are used only occa- 
sionally. Then, since you have not 
invested too heavily in any one

because of the way it looks. For 
the most part, it is safe to say that 
the best glass is the best-looking. 
Lead glass, or flint glass, frequent- 
ly called lead crystal, is considered 
the finest. (Crystal, by the way, is 
technically quartz, but in America 
the word crystal, as applied to 
glass, merely means its clear color, 
but the word does carry a connota- 
tion of elegance.) Clarity, white- 
ness, brilliance, and a long-ringing 
tone when the glass is tapped are 
characteristics of fine lead glass. 
This comes about from the addi- 
tion of a lead oxide to the potash 
and silica mix of which finest 
glass is made. Lead crystal is also 
more easily and beautifully cut 
and engraved. Much glass is made 
from silica and soda ash. Common 
glass such as jelly jars, bottles, 
and the cheapest tableware usually 
contains lime, and, as you have 
probably noticed yourself, tends to 
have a greenish or murky yellow 
cast. 

Possibly the most surprising sin- 
gle bit of information that most 
machine-conditioned Americans can 
learn about the glass they buy is 
that for the most part the glass 
made in America is handmade, or 
it is so thoroughly dependent upon 
human skill that the industry has 
many of the earmarks of a hand- 
craft. There are some thoroughly 
bewildering and nearly 
machines which produce extremely 
good-looking extremely 
pleasant prices, but to date such

HE scientists may weigh out the 

formulas of the batch and ma- 
chines may carry and mix and heat 
it, but it is the glass blower who 
fashions by his own breath and in- 
stinct most of the glass we casually 
accept on our tables. Using tools 
which are essentially the counter- 
parts of those used in Roman days, 
he works on the strange, red hot, 
molten fluid, with little else to rely 
on but his own skill and judgment. 
To acquire such talent is a life- 
time job. When you consider the 
uniformity, dependability, and com- 
mon availability of glass that is so 
made, this doesn’t merely explain 
what you get for your money 
in American handmade glass—it 
makes you wonder how it can be — 


produced at the price. 
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In made-in-America glass you 
naturally stand a better chance of 
getting that look or design feeling 
which we identify with the Amer- 


ican Style. You can get it, of 
course, in the finest foreign glass, 
too, as witness the pieces we 


have shown on our earlier pages. 
But these are designs of notable 
manufacturers, and not to be con- 
fused with of the 
glassware from abroad that occa- 


some job-lot 
sionally gets on our market. This 
kind of glass, which is usually dis- 
tinguished by a remarkably low 
price tag, may have a strong ap- 
peal if you’re watching a budget, 
but the best advice seems to be 
“Don’t.” Even if it isn’t all flossied 
up style-wise and even if it doesn't 
have a long-stemmed, disaster-in- 
viting, un-American silhouette, it 
may pose other problems that 
won't make it an asset once you've 
acquired it. It for in- 
stance, be able to take it as con- 
sistently as most homemade glass 
can. You have come expect 
pretty rugged service from glass, 
and that is chiefly because our

manufacturers have worked hard 
to perfect formulas and manufac- 
turing methods by which our glass 
can haye toughness and easy adapt- 
ability to changes in temperature 
without sacrificing luster and clar- 
ity. Our glass is made to have these 
qualities Consistently, so that you 
can always expect and receive the 
same kind of reaction. 

Another feature, so well known 
and accepted by us that we may be 
inclined to forget its existence, is 
the open-stock plan. It means that 
a manufacturer in offering a glass- 
ware pattern to the public is pre- 
pared to make that pattern for a 
good time to come, so that replace- 
ments are easily and dependably 
available as they are needed. But 
this is a service you mustn’t count 
on if you buy anonymous: glass- 
ware. The chances are that you'll 
end up with a broken lot of mis- 
mates which can never be mated. 

Nothing can guarantee that your 
glass will last forever. but about 
the best we know are 
to buy appropriately shaped and 
styled glass for the use you will 
give it, and then, of course, provide 
the sensible treatment you 
can. Your finest glass will require 
the most tender care. but you are 
rewarded by its exquisite sparkle.
